HOWARD’S FRIENDS 

PLANNED A RESCUE 


Sought To Hold Up Train 
At Pineville. 


ORDERED IT BACKED UP. 


A bold attempt was made to rescue 
Berry Howard before the train left 
Pineville Saturday night, which was de¬ 
feated by the courage of Sheriff 
Broughton. Conductor Doody and En¬ 
gineer Longa n. and Howard was safely 
delivered at Frankfort yesterday morn¬ 
ing. Howard saj*s he evaded arrest 
because he could not be assured bond. 
It was reported in Frankfort last night 
that Howard might be a witness, either 
for the Commonwealth or defense. In 
the approaching trial of Jim Howard. 

The Hay-Pauncefote treaty will be 
reported to the Senate to-day and its 
ratification may be secured before the 
end of the week.

Corbin, Ky., Dec. $.—[Special]— 
Friends of Berry Howard made an at¬ 
tempt to rescue him last night as he 
was being taken to Frankfort under ar¬ 
rest to answer an Indictment charging 
him with complicity in the murder of 
William Goebel. Howard had been ar¬ 
rested yesterday afternoon by Sheriff 
Broughton and his deputy, who got the 
drop on Howard and his bodyguard, 
after luting them to Pineville. 

As soon as Howard had been arrest¬ 
ed yesterday his friends, who had pro¬ 
tected him for nearly two years, swore 
that he should never be taken to Frank¬ 
fort It was throught necessary to keep 
a guard of twenty-five armed men over 
the prisoner while at Pineville. and ten 
men accompanied Sheriff Broughton 

and the prisoner to Frankfort. 

• • • 

Attack Was Expected. 


Howard was taken to Frankfort on 
the Mlddlesboro and Louisville night 
express of the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad, which passes Pineville at 10:20 
p. m. When this train reached Mld¬ 
dlesboro, shortly before 10 o'clock Con¬ 
ductor Joseph Doody, who was In 
charge of the train, was notified that 
Howard was to be conveyed on his 
train, and that an attack upon It was 
expected. To save life in the event of 
an attack by armed men. he was or¬ 
dered by the division superintendent to 
transfer to the sleeping car in the rear 
all the passengers in the day coaches 
and to let these be empty. The trans¬ 
fer was made at Wasloto Station. Just 

south of Pineville.

They covered En¬ 
gineer John Langan with pistols and 
commanded him to back the train to 
Mlddlesboro, the intention being to res¬ 
cue Howard where his friends are 
greatest, and where the mountains af¬ 
forded convenient refuge. 

Engineer Langan. with a pistol 
pressed against his heart, maintained 
his composure. He declared It was Im¬ 
possible for him to back the train, as 
a freight train was closely following 
anil a collision with great loss of life 
would Inevitably result

Rid of Men By Ruse. 

"D—n the Trelght train," Mid one of 
the men. "Back this train to Mlddles¬ 
boro." 

Engineer Langan parleyed with the 
men. He told them he did not have 
charge of the train, and would only 
back the train If given a signal to do 
so by the conductor. 

Therrupon, two of the men got off the 
engine to compel Conductor Doody to 
order the train backed. Engineer Lan¬ 
gan told the man who remained and 
still covered him that it would take all 
three men to compel the conductor to 
back the train, as he and the brakeman 
were both armed. The last man left 
the engine and started for the rear of 
the train. 

Engineer Langan was looking for his 
chance, and the moment the third man 
had swung clear of the engine and 
started to the rear he opened his 
throttle wide, and started his heavy 

train as rapidly as possible. 

• • • 

Conductor Also Courageous. 

Meantime, a highly exciting «cen« was 


"No!" said Doody. "I shall never back 
this train," and he swung his lantern 
clear of the train as a signal to go 
ahead. 

But the signal was not obeyed, and he 
ran ahead to see what was detaining 
the engineer, suspecting a hold-up by 
Howard's friends. As he was nearing 
the engine the last of Howard's three 
friends swung clear of the cab. and the 
conductor had barely time to swing 
aboard as the train gathered headway 
for Us rapid run down the Cumberland 
valley. 


Frankfort. Ky., Dec. 8.—[Special.]— 
Berry Howard, of Bell county, under 
Indictment for complicity In the as¬ 
sassination of Gov. William Goebel and 
a fugitive from Justice for more than 
a year, te safely lodged behind the bars 
of the Franklin county Jail along 
with his alleged accomplices. Ca¬ 
leb Powers and Jim Howard. He ar¬ 
rived here at 9:10 o’clock this morning 
over the Chesapeake and Ohio railroad 
In charge of Sheriff Henry Broughton, 
of Bell county, and Deputies R. W. 
Slueher and J. Bradley Smith and Dep¬ 
uty Jailer Watt Green. This was only 
part of the original party which sur¬ 
rounded the prisoner when he left Pino- 
vUle at 10:30 o'clock last night, a porae 
of ten men, armed with ritU*. ac<x>m- 
panylng Howard as far as Corbin, In 
Whitley county, after passing which 
piece no further danger was anticipat¬ 
ed. 

The Sheriff’s party received Informa¬ 
tion after they had gotten a few miles 
out of Pineville that a crowd had con¬ 
gregated at Corbin to take the prisoner 
from them, and that at another sta¬ 
tion two armed men attempted to hold 
up the conductor.

Asked os to the charge brought 
against him In the Goebel murder case 
Howard replied that he had not yet 
consulted his attorney, and. that, 
though he had no complaint to make of 
publications In the newspapers, he 
thought It best to keep his own coun¬ 
sels for the present. He spoke of his 
association with the man whose as¬ 
sassination resulted In hla arrest, say¬ 
ing that he served In the long legisla¬ 
tive session of 1891-2-3 with Goebel, be¬ 
ing thrown with him constantly 
for nineteen months, and re¬ 
lated a little Incident of some 
assistance that Goebel had given 
him during that session In securing the 
passage of a measure favorable to the 
city of Pineville. Howard at that ses¬ 
sion represented the counties of Bell, 
Harlan. Perry and Leslie, and was 
elected to the legislative body as a 
Democrat. 

• • • 

Says He Was Not Decoyed. 

Speaking of his arrest by the Bell 
county officers yesterday the prisoner 
said that this was the first time he 
had come in contact with the officers 
when they were looking for him. though 
there had been other occasions when 
he knew that they were looking for 
him, and he was rtdt at home. He was 
not decoyed Into Pineville by a letter, 
as dispatches indicate, but went there 
about 11 o'clock Saturday morning with 
his brother Henry Howard to attend 
to some banking business. While at¬ 
tending to this they were surrounded 
by the Sheriff's posse and arrested. He 
had nothing to say of the Sheriff ex¬ 
cept that he had believed Broughton to 
be his friend. 

• • • 

Not the First Attempt. 


The crowd which met the train at 
Corbin did not exceed twenty-five men. 
and no attempt was made by them to 

Interfere with the officers. 

• • • 

Bodyguard Was "Scattered.” 

Henry Howard, of Harlan county, a 
brother of the prisoner, and the two 
other men who composed his body¬ 
guard at the time of his arrest at the 
PtaevUfo depot yesterday afternoon, 
were unwilling member® of the Sheriff’s 
party. After the arrest of Howard 
these men were made to accompany 
him to Sheriff Broughton’s home and 
were kept there until the night train 
over the Louisville and Nashville rail¬ 
road to Winchester arrived. They were 
taken aboard with How ard and dropped 
off one at each of the first three sta¬ 
tions on the road after leaving Pine- 
ville. 

From Pineville to Winchester the par¬ 
ty had the smoking car of the train 
alone, all the passengers aboard being 
transferred Into the other coache*. They 
had breakfast at Winchester, and there 
boarded the Chesapeake snd Ohio train 
from the East for Frankfort. 

• • • 

Prisoner Was Not Handcuffed. 

The prisoner was not handcuffed on 
his arrival here, and the several squares 
from the railroad station to the Jail 
were quickly covered by the party. The 
unusual eight of four inen armed with 
rifles walking through the steets on the 
quiet Sabbath morning drew a crowd of 
about one hundred person* behind them 
to the Jail. The transfer of the pris¬ 
oner to the Franklin county officials 
was quickly made, and Howard wub 
assigned to a cell In the cage on the 
third floor near his relative, Jim How¬ 
ard. 

When calted on several hours later 
by the Courier-Journal’s representative 
he was seated In Jim Howard’s cell 
chatting with him.

Howard Wanted Bond. 


The motive of the Sheriff of Bell In 
bringing Berry Howard in to Jail at this 
time after he has been at liberty with¬ 
in twenty miles of the Sheriff’s office 
for nearly two years, and whether Ber¬ 
ry was captured or surrendered volun¬ 
tarily to the Sheriff, are points dis¬ 
cussed here to-day. The $500 reward 
offered by the Governor for the arrest, 
coupled with the fact that a contempt 
rule, returnable in January next, had 
been Issued by Circuit Judge Cantrill 
against Broughton to show cause why 
he should not be punished for contempt 
of court for failure to serve the war¬ 
rant of the court on Howard, and the 
further fact that the Sheriff Is In some 
sort of tangle with the State auditing 
department here, which requited his 
presence In Frankfort to straighten 
out. are some of the reasons why the 
Sheriff might have become active re¬ 
cently In securing Howard.

Berry Howard May Be a Witness. 


"I have always be«i ready to sur¬ 
render to the authorities on the chaj*ge 
brought against me here If given as¬ 
surance* that l would be allow r ed bond, 
which I can furnish In any amount."

MASSMEETING IN CHICAGO. 


Vehement Protest Made Against Brit¬ 
ish Methods In the South 
African Conflict. 


A DEMAND ON WASHINGTON. 


Chicago. Dec. 8.—A programme of 
protest against British methods In the 
South African War was carried out be¬ 
fore an Immense audience in the Audi¬ 
torium here to-night. Following an 
eloquent address by W. Bourke Cock¬ 
ran. and earnest speeches by otli< re, 
resolutions for the appointment of a 


Sheriff Broughton and his deputy, 
Mr. Shuber, say that yesterday was not 
the first time they attempted to arrest 
Howard, that for several months post 
they have been Attempting to trap hltn. 
They say that Howard, because of the - 
great number of his friends In Bell 
county, has always been able to learn, 
even before the Sheriff did, when papers 
In his case and warrant* were sent 
there from Frankfort, and that when 
these were received he always "hid 
out" or left the county and went over 
into Harlan county, where nearly all 
of hla relatives reside. They went to 
hi* home, fifteen miles out from Plne- 
vllle. to serve the warrants, when they 
were sent but always found Howard 
away. He was always surrounded, 
when In Pineville they say. by from ten 
to twenty desperate men. and that an 
attempt to arrest him on these occa¬ 
sions w'ould have resulted in a fight.

Left Main Guard On the Hill. 

Saturday morning Howard came to 
Pineville depot. Just outside the town, 
with only three men. all relatives, leav¬ 
ing the rest of his bodyguard on a hill 
a short distance from the station. They 
left their weapons at a house a dozen 
yards from the depot and the Sheriff’s 
posse got between them and this house.

However men may differ about the In¬ 
vasion of the South African Republics, 
all are agreed thut the restoration or 
peace Is In the highest degree desirable. 
There ure but two ways In which the 
war can be terminated—either the Boers 
must surrender or the English Govern¬ 
ment must abandon the attempt to sub¬ 
due them. It Is quite generally assumed 
that the resistance of the Boers cannot 
be successful, and If this be true they 
Would not be justified In continuing a 
struggle which Involved fruitless loss of 
life and waste of property, even though 
the hisses Inflicted on their enemy were 
tenfold greater than whnt they suffered 
themselves, for bloodshed which Is use¬ 
less Is always Indefensible But Is It true 
that the resistance of the Boers Is hope¬ 
less? Since the fall of Pretoria It cer¬ 
tainly hits not been fruitless; it has been 
Justified by most Important results. Lord 
Salisbury’s position thnt nothing but ab¬ 
solute surrender would be considered has 
ibaitdoned, and to-day the burghers 
could secure almost any terms short of 
complete and explicit acknowledging at 
of their Independence. As their resist¬ 
ance has not been fruitless, neither is 
their struggle for Independence hopeless. 
On the contrary. If their resistant*** be 
prolonged for a few months, the abandon¬ 
ment of the struggle to subdue them by 
Great Britain Is Inevitable.

Victory In Sight For the Boers.

Berry Howard denies that Powers 
ever spent any time in Bell county with 
him, as has been stated. He says that 
Powers stopped at his place one even¬ 
ing alwiut a year age*, took supper, but 
that he left Immediately after the meal 
and he has not seen him since that 
time.

STRIKES AND LOCKOUTS PROHIBITED 

BEFORE OR PENDING ARBITRATION 


Sydney, N. S. W., Dec. 8.—By the pa*«. 
Ing of the Industrial Arbitration Bill the 
Government has placed upon the statute 
books a law the workings of which will 
excite interest throughout the whole 
world. 

This bill not only compels reference 
of all disputes between employer* and 
employes to a competent court, with : 
power to enforce It* orders and award. | 
but makes a strike or a lockout, before 


or pending such reference, a misde¬ 
meanor. punishable by a fine or Im¬ 
prisonment. 

The court which will pas* upon these 
dispute* Is to be presided over by a 
Judge of the Supreme Court, and will 
have most extensive powers. Including 
the power to declare a standard wage 
and to direct that, other things being 
equal, an einpldyer shall give preference 
to unionist over nonunionist laborers. 
There 1* no appeal from the decision? 
of this court.

Washington, Dec. 8.—The only meas¬ 
ure of Importance the Senate has on 
Its calendar for the present week I* 
the new Hay-Pauncefote treaty, mak¬ 
ing provision for the abrogation of th* 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty and opening th# 
way for the unobetructed construction 
of an Isthmian canal by the United 
States. Acting for the Committee on 
Foreign Relations, Senator Lodge will 
ask the Senate to go into executive ses¬ 
sion to-morrow for the consideration of 
the treaty and each day thereafter un¬ 
til the convention Is disposed of. 

It can be said that at this time th# 
prospect Is very strong that the treaty 
will be ratified, and It now looks as If 
this result would be secured after com¬ 
paratively little delay. There will b# 
some debate and some features of tha 
document will be criticised as unde¬ 
sirable, but there Is no probability of 
captious opposition. The criticism will 
be along th© lines Indicated by Senators 
Money and Bacon In the Committee on 
Foreign Relations at Its meeting on 
Friday last. No Senator thus far, how¬ 
ever, has shown a disposition to carry 
his objections to the point of ultimata 
effort to defeat ratification. The prin¬ 
cipal authors of the criticism of tha 
treaty are Southern Senators who are, 
generally, very anxious for the con¬ 
struction of the canal. They find that 
all canal legislation will be tied up un¬ 
til action can be secured on the treaty, 
and they are. on this account, less 
liable than they otherwise would Ik# 
to <!o anything to delay action jpm 
the treaty itself. The most motive 
friends of the treaty now claim that 
ratification will be secured during tho 
present week, and the opinion Is very 
general that ratification will be ob¬ 
tained before the Chrls'mas holiday*.

Reciprocity WJU Go Over. 


Beyond the consideration of th# 
treaty very little business will be un¬ 
dertaken before the holidays. It is nowr 
generally agreed that the question of 
reciprocity will go over until January, 
probably without so much as being 
mentioned, and It may be added that 
from being for a time the subject most 
likely to attract early attention. It has 
taken a position among the matter# 
which will not be vigorously urged. 
When the reciprocity treaties do com# 
up for consideration there will be per¬ 
sistent opposition to the agreement 
with France and to that with Great 
Britain covering the West Indies. 
There la not so much feeling over tha 
conventions with the South American 
republics. 

The present outlook, also. Is against 
any linrmliate action in the Senate 
looking to :nriff legislation for the Phil¬ 
ippines, ard there are some Indications 
that the Svnute will wait upon tho 
House of Representatives In this mut¬ 
ter. Probably the Chinese exclusion act 
will be reported from committee during 
tbs #t*k . 

The nomination of Attorney General , 

will be reported at the first exec¬ 
utive resslon, but Immediate confirma¬ 
tion probably will be antagonised by 
some Senators.

Programme In the House. 

The House this week will probably 
pass the measure to meet the sltuatioa 
created by the Philippine decision of 
the Supreme Court last Monday. Up 
to the present time, however, tho Re¬ 
publican members of the Ways and 
Means Committee have not cJeclded 
upon the character of the measur# 
which will be reported. A difference of 
opinion exists ns to whether there 
should be a temporary enactment of th# 
Dlngley rates on goods entering th# 
United States from the Philippines, or 
whether a permanent scheme of tariff 
legislation for the Islands should b# 
prepared. It Is understood that Mr.

MURDER IN LEXINGTON. 


J. N. HAWKINS, A MERCHANT, 
ASSASSINATES. 


FOUND DYING IN THE STREET. 


Waylaid While On Hla Way Home At 
a Late Hour Saturday Night. 


THE POLICE HAVE NO CLEW. 
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T«xington. Kv., Dec. [Special.]—J. 
N. Hawkins, on? of the most prominent 
merchants in Lexington, an i senior 
partner In the firm of Hawkins & Swee¬ 
ney. was found dying at 3:15 o'clock this 
morning with a bullet hole through his 
head. He iay on West Second street. In 
the deep shade of a large tree. He was 
lying along the curbing with his head 
against the tree. 

The appearance of the wounded man 
Indicated to his business partner, Mr. 
William O. Sweeney, who, with po¬ 
lice officers, had been searching for Mr. 
Hawkins since mldnigh:, that there had 
been a terrific struggle. The necktie 
was torn in two and the buttonhole in 
the collar was torn out. The pocketB 
had been rifled and had been turned In¬ 
side out. Mr Hawkins’ pocketbook was 
found empty In the yaifl of Mr. Jee 
Clark. A pistol, a cheap 32-caliber af¬ 
fair. a bunch of keys and some papers 
were found under the body. It is the 
theory that after being shot by the un¬ 
known assailant. Mr. Haw-kins strug¬ 
gled with the assassin, and succeeded In 
wreuohiug the revolver from him. But 
one cartridge in the weapon had been 
exploded. A corner of the handle had 
been freshly chipped off, evidently from 

striking against the pavement. 

• • • 

Wife Started Search. 

When Mr. Hawkins failed to return 
from the store at midnight. Mrs. Hawk¬ 
ins telephoned his place of business, but 
could get no response. Becoming anx¬ 
ious and feeling that perhaps her hus¬ 
band had been taken suddenly ill, she 
telephoned the police station and asked 
that a patrolman be sent to the store. 
Lieut. Wilkerson. accompanied by two 
© 9 his men. went at once to the store, 
bii* found it locked. They then called 
Mi Sweeney, who dreawed and came 
di.iWniv*n at once to Join In the search. 
The store was examined, and then all 
of the pebble routes by which Mr. 
Hawkins c<*»»id have gone to his home. 
The south side of Second street was ex¬ 
amined. but it was not until a close in¬ 
spection had been made of the north 
•Jde that the dying man was found, so 
dense war the shade of the trees. 

• • • 

Shot Near Midnight. 

It is certain that the fatal shot was 
fired near midnight. Misses Elizabeth 
Shelby and Eleanor Talbot Klnkead, in 
front of whose residence the deed was 
committed, heard a shot a few minutes 
■ before the clock struck 12. They heard 
voices and the sound of steps In the di¬ 
rection of Broadway, but did not inves¬ 
tigate. thinking that it was nothing 
more than a policeman shooting a dog. 
Dr. J. C. Oarrick, who was standing sev¬ 
eral squares east on Second street, talk¬ 
ing to Mr. Will Dwyer, declares that he 
heard a shot about 11:40 o'ctock, but that 
as there was no subsequent confusion 
he paid no attention to It. 

• • • 

Did Not Regain Consciousness. 

Mr. Hawkins was taken to St. Joseph’s 
Hospital, which Is only a little more 
than a square from the scene, but never 
regained consciousness, dying at 2.20 
O’clock this afternoon. Dr. Carrick and 
the physicians at the hospital attended 
him. but nothing could be done. 

There was a heartrending scene when 
Mrs. Hawkins ‘called at the hospital 
and asked to see her husband. She 
wished to be taken at once to his room 
and could hardly be restrained. The 
wound was pronounced fatal from the 
first. 

Mr. Hawkins had been in business in 
Lexington In various capacities for 
more than twenty years. He came to 
Lexington about twenty-three years 
ago and entered the Commercial Col¬ 
lege of Kentucky University. Aftei 
graduating he became bookkeeper for 

• the old Arm of Berkley. Guthrie * Wat¬ 
son and remained there for several 

• years. He then entered business for 
himself as Junior partner In the dry 

5 goods Ann of Taylor & Hawkins. Later 
the Arm became Hawkins & Sweeney. 
Mr. William O. Sweeney entering the 
' business as Junior partner. He married 
Miss Annie Baker, of this city. He 
leaves a widow and two small children.

No Clew To the Assassins. 

Coroner Mollov held an Inquest over 
the remains at the hospital this after¬ 
noon. the Jury flndlng that death was 
due to a pistol shot wound and blows 
on the head with some blunt Instru¬ 
ment in the hands of unknown persons. 
Dr*. Barrow and Garrick held an au top- 
ay and found that the skull was frac¬ 
tured In several places, one fracture be- 
r. Ing at the buse of the brain. 

• It developed at the Inquest that Haw¬ 
kins had remained at the store after 
his partner. Mr. Sweeney, and the 
clerks had gone, working on the Broad¬ 
way Christian church books. He wan a 
deacon In this church. He had little 
money with him so far as Is known, 
having drawn, according to an entry 
upon the books, only $*> on Saturday 
•vening. 

The watch taken from Hawkins bv 
the murderer was a gold-tilled hunt¬ 
ing case, w ith large monogram * J N 
H. engraved on the back. It had El¬ 
gin works. No. 289,8*2. and the works 
number Is 5,780.253. This clew Is possi¬ 
bly the only hope for catching the 
guilty persons. The police have not 
. been able to And & clew.

Forcible Annexation of Canada More 
Justifiable. 

This meeting has no disposition to pro¬ 
voke bitterness, or to Increase the crop 
of resentments already too larg«‘ through, 
out the world. Much as we might desire 
the incorpora tlotv'of Canada in the Union, 
unless it could be accomplished by the 
consent of the people on both skies of the 
frontier, we do not w1«h It, but U may be 
well to point out that there was muth b-ss 
justifiable ground for the assault ..pon the 
South African republic* by Great Britain 
than there would have been for lac forci¬ 
ble annexation of Canada by ili-s coun¬ 
try. 

• • • 

Cause of the War. 


The South African war did not arise 
from any question Involving the relations 
betw'oen tho republics and the adjoining 
British colonies, but from an attempt by 
Mr. Chamberlain to Interfere in matters 
w'holly affecting the domestic affairs of 
the Transvaal, while on the cth*r hand 
between this country and Canada ques¬ 
tions of importance have been pending 
since the establishment of our Indepen¬ 
dence. There would have been ten thou¬ 
sand times the Justification for our an¬ 
nexing Canada to avoid the destruction 
of the seal fisheries alone than could be 
based on any ground assigned by Mr. 
ChamberiAin for disturbing rhe intvgri y 
of the South African republic*. 

The real interest of the English people 
Is In extending the domain of English 
commerce, not In extending the domain of 
the English c:\ wn. The growth of En¬ 
glish trade W'ith this country since tho 
establishment of our independence has 
been the greatest commercial expansion 
In the world. Contrast the beneficent re¬ 
sults which have flown from that separa¬ 
tion with the results already born** by the 
attempt to annex forcibly the Transvaal, 
and the still graver r« suits foreshadowed 
by It. 

• • • 

British Success Means Disaster. 


Disaster to the English people lies not 
in the defeat of this enterprise. but In Us 
success. If the South African republics 
were subdued and the last Boer disarmed, 
the men and women now confined in cap¬ 
tivity must be returned to the soil. -To 
maintain authority over these people, re¬ 
sentful, dissatisfied, accustomed to bear¬ 
ing arms, would require the maintenance 
of a huge army, and such an army could 
not be maintained without establishing 
compulsory military service In Great Bri¬ 
tain. The establishment of compulsory 
military service in England would be tha 
ruin of the British Constitution. The name 
of England might remain to distinguish 
a political dlvlson of the rnrih’s surface, 
but not to d^serbe a country of constitu¬ 
tional freedom. 

Tin* conquest of the Transvaal, while 
It might be dangerous to the burghers, 
would be fatal to England. The people 
who have the greatest interest of till In 
the defeat of English arms are the peo¬ 
ple of England. They can be saved from 
this peril. Civilisation can he delivered 
from this cloud which darkens Us hori¬ 
zon if the conscience of the English tri¬ 
ple he awakened. To do this the most 
effective means is to show them that the 
people of this country do not sympathise 
with the scheme of conquest which the 
English Government has undertaken. 

• • • 

President Can End the Quarrel. 


Providence has so ordered events that 
the President of the United States can 
oppose this hitter quarrel. It Is an extra¬ 
ordinary opportunity offered to an extra¬ 
ordinary man. It would not be necessary 
to draw the sword, to make any threat of 
armed Intervention, or to take tin un¬ 
friendly attitude. One word spoken to the 
English Ambassador dr in the hearing of 
the English nation would restore peace, 
establish Justice, secure liberty to these 
burghers, promote enormously the pros¬ 
perity of the human race and bring Im¬ 
measurable glory to the American na¬ 
tion. Will that word be spoken? Never 
In history have such momentous results 
hung on opportunity for himself, his 
country and the whole human race. 

• • • 

Warm Words From Carl Schurz. 

A letter from Carl Schurz was read. In 
which he says: 

I am one of those who heartily rejoice 
at the subsidence In this country of tho 
old and more or less unreasoning preju¬ 
dices against England 1 witness w‘th 
Sincere satisfaction the disappearance 
from our populur oratory of the cliein 
trick of "twisting the British lion’s tall. ’ 
nm! I hail w ith Joy the growth of n r» al 
friendship between the two nations, hut 
Englishmen should not Indulge in any 
delusions about this. Deep In their hearts 
the great masses of the American people 
cherish a profound sympathy for the 
B**ers In their struggles and sufferings. 
W’hut they condemned when done by thi 
Spanish in Cuba, they do not approve 
when done by the British in South Afrlco. 
And if there Is anything apt to revive the 
old anti-British feeling In this republic. 
It Is the terrible spectacle presented by 
the Boer War.

The Resolutions. 

The following resolutions were adopt¬ 
ed: 

Resolved, That we. ns American citi¬ 
zens, believing that the wanton destruc¬ 
tion of property of nnneombatunt* by 
English military authorities in South 
Africa (without precedent In modern 
ttmes, sav*» by English officers In tho 
War of the American Revolution) I* a 
source of needless suffering to the proj !«♦ 
of the South African republics and with¬ 
out advantage to tho military operations 
of the British Army, and that the slaugh¬ 
ter of the helpless and innocent, caused 
by English prison pens, are a causeless 
outrage upon the humanity of the civilis¬ 
ed world which amply Justify concentrat¬ 
ed remonstrance by Amerlrnn and Euro¬ 
pean States; and believing that the rights 
and obligations of common humanity aru 
not determined by geographical or polit¬ 
ical limitations; and regarding the treaty 
of 1871. as made to be observed by Eng¬ 
land as well as by America, do most sol¬ 
emnly remonstrate nnd protest against 
the acts of the English Government. 

Resolved. That we, and each of us. do 
hereby pledge ourselves to use our ut¬ 
most power to make this, our protest, 
known to our several Representatives In 
the American Congress, and to cause u 
copy of these resolutions to be brought to 
the attention of the President of the Unit¬ 
ed State* with our most respectful, but 
urgent, petition that the treaty of Wash¬ 
ington. of May, 1871. b#* strictly enforced, 
and that the use of American ports ana 
waters be henceforth denied to vessel* 
operating under British charter for tho 
Augmentation of supplies of war; and 
that the President of the United States 
will employ every possible nuans to bring 
to an end th»* horrors of concentration 
camps and a warfare which, by its unex¬ 
ampled ferocity and enormous cost of 
life and treasure, has astounded the civ¬ 
ilised world. 

Resolved. That the chairman be author¬ 
ized to appoint a committee of citizens of 
Chicago to call the attention of the Presi¬ 
dent to these resolutions and Inform him 
of the sentiment of the citizens of Chl- 
flggo, and that *u< h oommitti e shall huv*- 
power to add to Its number citizens of 
Other portions of the United Stntes. 

A resolution was also adopted com¬ 
mending Gov. Yates, of Illinois, for issu¬ 
ing 1 pn tma l n calling : 
ance for the occupants of concentration 
camps In South Africa.

Large Relief Fund Raised. 

The meeting closed with a remark¬ 
able demonstration. Following a speech 
by Bishop Spaulding, of Peoria. III., the 
great audience roared Its approval of 
the Boer cause, the cheering being long 
continued, and then contributions were 
asked for the relief of the stricken wom¬ 
en and children In the South African 
camps. The first response wns a check 
for $500 sent up by a man who requested 
that hi* name be withheld. Then fol¬ 
lowed check* for $100. the contributors 
of thi* amount being numerous. When 
smaller sums were a?kcd for money 
came freely from ull part* of the great 
Auditorium. A large relief fund was

To Be Made In Chatta¬ 
nooga Freight Hates. 


SOUTHWESTERN ASSOCIATION 


OLD SUIT TO BE REOPENED. 


Chattanooga, Tenr... Dec, 8.—The 
Southeastern Freight Association has 
formally rejected the request of the city 
of Chattanooga to extend full recogni¬ 
tion to Chattanooga as a river point 
and make Chattanooga rates from East¬ 
ern cities on at least as favorable a ba¬ 
sis as rates from above cities tothecom- 
peting and similarly situated city of 
Nashville. 

In the course of the answer the freight 
association says: 

It may not be Improper, however, to pay 
that, under ordinary and normal condi¬ 
tions, rail transportation lines do not 
make their rates of transportation to 
points more distant from the origin of 
tho prot>orty lower than are made from 
the same points to Intermediate points. 
Wherever there is a departure from this 
rule, it will Is* found to be produced by 
conditions of competition between product 
and product, or between market and mar¬ 
ket. or between carrier and cnrrler, one 
or more of which conditions compel such 
departure. The rates from the Kust to 
Chattanooga are made not higher than 
to many points Intermediate between 
Eastern'cities nnd Chattanooga, via the 
shortest lines, hut this adjustment I* in 
accordance with, or, at least, not con¬ 
trary. to the law. as the transportation 
lines understand It. To moke an excep¬ 
tion of Chattanooga, or of any other 
point, the rates to which are adjusted 
under the ordinary and normal basis to 
which we have referred, some of the 
conditions of competition mentioned 
above must be such ns to create circum¬ 
stance so dissimilar ns to Justify, tinder 
the law. a departure from the normal and 
ordinary basis on which rates are con¬ 
structed. 

In view of this feeling on the part of 
the transportation lines we arc com- 
pelleri, while having full appreciation of 
the Interests «*f Chattanooga, and realiz¬ 
ing thnt on the prosperity of r^a tanoiga, 
to a certain extent, the welfare and pros¬ 
perity of our lines depend, to sav that we 
cannot see our way clear, with the condi¬ 
tions before us. to make any reductions 
In the rates from the East to Chatta- 
m*>gn It hits been the constant elm. 
purpose and practice of the lines center¬ 
ing In Chattanooga to unremittingly imke 
and reduce from time to time the adjust¬ 
ment of rates to and from Chattanooga, 
whenever, so far as it could he done with 
due regard to the rights of other cities, 
and It will be our purpose to continue this 
policy. 

The citizens of Chattanooga will at 
once reopen the case In the Supreme 
Court of the United State* against the 
various railroad lines entering here fm m 
the East for discrimination In freight 
rates This case was decided adversely 
to the city on a technicality, but can 
be reopened.

A feeling of uneasiness exists among 
the merchants of Manila from the un¬ 
official announcement that, beginning 
January 1, the United States Philippine 
Commission Intends to reduce by the 
difference of the fall in the price of sil¬ 
ver the present ratio of two Mexican 
dollars for one g dd dollar. It is hoped, 
however, that s*me solution of the diffi¬ 
culty may be found which may obviate 
this necessity, as. for Instance, the tax¬ 
ing of each silver dollar Imported Into 
the Island? by the difference between Its 
actual bullion price and fifty cents In 
gold, until such time a* the United 
States Congress gives authority for tho 
issuance of a Philippine currency.

David Fagin, Previously Ryparted 

Killed, Captured By Native Scouts. 

Manila. Deo. 8.—Native scouts from 
Bengabon. province of Nuova Eclja. 
have killed the American negro. David 
Fagin. a deoerter from the Twenty- 
fourth (colored) Infantry, who for more 
than two years ha* been leading Fili¬ 
pino* againrt the American troops. The 
native scents decapitated their prisoner. 
The man’s head, however, was recog¬ 
nized a? that of Fagin’s. They also se¬ 
cured his commission In the Insurgent 
army. Fagin had on one of his fingers 
the class rirg of Lieut. Frederick W.

SET WALL STREET VALVES DO

TIDE MAY BE AT FLOOD. 


Adverse Legislation Expected From 
Germany and Perhaps From 
Great Britain, 


JLAY BE NEAR A TARIFF WAR. 


New York. Dec. 8.—[Special.]—Mr. 
Philip King, discussing the financial 
Situation In to-morrow’s Sun. will say: 

The President’s message and the 
opening of Congress did not produce 
the smallest flutter in the financial 
world. Mr. Roosevelt’s discussion of 
the great topics of commerce and gen¬ 
eral business, while admirably phrased 
and reflecting the highest credit upon 
his sincerity and enthusiasm, seemed 
_Jn many to be of academic character, 
with conclusions Indefinite and mild. 
It Is now apparent that Congress will 
do nothing concerning the one positive 
and emphatic recommendation in the 
message, namely, for a substantial re¬ 
duction In the duties upon Cuban im¬ 
ports; and it is pretty clear that the 
chief directors of congressional action 
mean "to do nothing" in all matters, 
so far as they can. Such a state of 
affairs would ordinarly make for higher 
prices In Wall street, and that they 
were not followed by a "boom" was im¬ 
mediately declared by the ultra pro¬ 
fessional element in the speculative 
community to be a matter of exceed¬ 
ingly ominous significance. 

A better cause for the apathy of the 
•took market under the circumstances 
—although it Is a reason which Wall 
Street will probably be slow to assign- 
might be the conviction of men of 
means and thoughtfulness that a "do- 
nothing" policy Is not exactly the wis¬ 
est policy for a Republican Congress to 
adopt at this time. There Is basis for 
the belief, however, that If such & pol¬ 
icy Is carried to what the President 
considers an extreme, a second mes¬ 
sage may emanate from the White 
House, which will disarm all criticism 
as to its academic and airy Indirection. 

• • • 

“Boom” Seems To Be Over. 

The truth seems to be. however, that. 
Congress or no Congress, our stock 
market "booms" are over for a while. 
With business prospects of unrivaled 
magnificence and with no acute ques¬ 
tion disturbing the Wall-street mind— 
the affairs of the Amalgamated Copper 
Company alone barred—the diagnosis 
of the stock market must again be af¬ 
firmed. os It has been In this column 
for some months past, that the specu¬ 
lative fever of the country has sub¬ 
sided. leaving the prices of securities In 
general at a level where they can only 
with difficulty be sustained. The mere 
fact that business Is prosperous Is not 
in itself a reason for buying stocks for 
speculation or Investment The price 
of what Is bought must be considered. 
It may be that the price allows, or 
more than allows, for the good busi¬ 
ness enjoyed; and good business Is not 
eternal or Immutable. The attention 
of one of the oldest members of the 
6tock Exchange, one of the few men 
who have made money In Wall street 
and kept It. was called last week to 
the fact that railroad earnings were 
still phenomenally large. "There Is a 
level of speculative prices." he said, "at 
which earnings no longer count." 

• • • 

Earnings Nearing Maximum. 


The report of the great Burlington 
pystem for October, showing an Increase 
In gross earnings for the month of only 
130,000, Indicates, however, that railroad 
earnings, while they may not show de¬ 
creases In the near future, have at 
least about reached their maximum. All 
competent observers admit that there 
has bt*en os little public liquidation of 
•eourltlea as there has been little public 
buying of them; and hence "pools” and 
large operators have had no difficulty In 
advancing the price of some stocks 
or group of stocks In which they were 
particularly Interested. But they have 
not been able to enlist public buying, 
and only a spotted and artificial market 
has followed. 

The only "public" buying to 
speak of that has been ai all 


noticeable In the etock market 
In the last few months has been 
that of the semi-professional element 
centered in Chicago; and about a week 
ago these Western speculators aban¬ 
doned our local Stock Exchange for the 
grain market In their own city. Here 
they have so advanced the price of corn 
that this great staple Is no longer re¬ 
garded as a "feed product" for use, 
that Is. for the sustenance of live stock. 
The price of wheat, of live stock and of 
all kinds of provisions has also been 
forced In the Chicago market to such 
heights that the export trade In these 
commodities has fallen off and home 
consumption of them diminished. How 
great an argument all this Is for the 
general and enduring prosperity of the 
country remains to be determined. 

« • • 

Effect Felt In New York. 


It Is possible that this change of base 
by these Western operators accounts 
for the steady fall during the week In 
the price of New York exchange In Chi¬ 
cago and for the shipment of funds to 
that city, w hich began last Friday. The 
money market has been working tighter 
for some time, and after the bank 
statement on Saturday, showing a de¬ 
crease of nearly $7,000,000 In bank re¬ 
serve. higher rates for money seem In¬ 
evitable. But so many contradictions 
and mysteries have been at work in the 
money situation this fall that predic¬ 
tions as to the current rate of Interest 
In future can only be ventured timidly. 

Many times since September has the 
cloud of money stringency hovered 
over the stock market, only to be mag¬ 
ically dispersed. Foreign exchange still 
keeps high, the fundamental conditions 
favoring gold exports. Europe has 
sent us back our stocks and bonds and 
has lent us great sums of money In ad¬ 
dition for the furtherance of our rail¬ 
way consolidation schemes and other 
enterprises. Germany and Austria are 
steadily In the market for gold, and 
France sporadically so. Of late the 
Government’s surplus of receipts over 
expenditures has shown a tendency to 
decrease, and the multifarious projects 
discussed In Congress for spending 
money render It unlikely that any re¬ 
duction In the Internal revenue can be 
soon secured. Congress means not to 
be balked this year of its River and 

Harbor Bill and similar plums. 

• • • 

Matters Abroad. 


Bo far as matters abroad are con¬ 
cerned. their interest to us lies not so 
much In gold exports or Imports os In 
the enactment of economic legislation 
there with regard to the competition of 
our own Industries. The man Is blind 
w ho does not see that the proposed Ger¬ 
man tariff laws are directed almost 
solely against this country. In En¬ 
gland an income tax equivalent to more 
than $6 per $100 In our money has pro¬ 
ceeded to the limit of such a burden, 
and as the head of the great house of 
Rothschild announced the other day 
some sort of protective duties In En¬ 
gland seem inevitable. People here 
having sources of information In Lon¬ 
don that In the past have proved trust¬ 
worthy expect that an import duty on 
grain and perhaps one on meats will 
be laid at the coming session of the En¬ 
glish Parliament. The \ Importance 
to our country of such steps as these 
cannot be overestimated. Does any 
one really expect that we can go on In¬ 
definitely selling enormously In foreign 
lands and buying little there, without 
some other word than one of simple 
protest falling from the lips of foreign 
Governments ? A tariff war. tang ago 
predicted by political economists, may 
be nearer than we think.

Copper’s Sensational Decline. 


But the great event of the week was. 
of course, the decline in Amalgamated

Copper. The length to which It pro¬ 
ceeded certainly seems to foreshadow 
a further reduction in the company’s 
dividend rate. If, Indeed, It does not 
Indicate that at the meeting of the 
directors to be held next week, Thurs¬ 
day, the dividends will be stopped al¬ 
together. Wall street has at last 
awakened to the lmportance_o f this 
Amalgamated Copper affair. As was 
recently stated here, the registered 
shareholders of the company are said 
to number 10,000, showing that the stock 
has attained a degree of distribution 
rivalled by that of few other corpora¬ 
tions. It has been largely bought by 
Southern Investors of small means, w ho 
have chiefly relied upon the connection 
with the property of a very prominent 
banking institution in this city, of 
which a man having a previous career 
as & Southern banker.

The losses sustained by these Southern 
Investors are enormous, and the story 
of misery there on this account is re¬ 
peated In Boston. Pittsburg, Cleveland. 
Cincinnati and very many other cities. 
It may very well be that some deep 
"game" Is being played In this matter, 
but the condition of the copper trade 
and the position assumed by the Amal¬ 
gamated Company as to the mainte¬ 
nance of prices, is sufficient explana¬ 
tion for what has happened. 

• • • 

Product Beyond Consumption. 


There Is no means of accurately esti¬ 
mating the consumption of copper In 
this country. But comparing the sta¬ 
tistics of our copper production with 
those of our copper exports and Im¬ 
ports. it Is evident that copper con¬ 
sumption here must have Increased over 
70 per cent, during the last year In 
order to take care of the surplus that 
accumulated. Nothing like such an In¬ 
crease is possible, and the burden of 
carrying the great surplus is solely that 
of the Amalgamated Company. Yet, 
while the shock sustained by the gen¬ 
eral market from the pecuniary disas¬ 
ters caused by the course of the Amal¬ 
gamated Is unquestionably great.

Union Pacific has 
been sold upon the knowledge semi¬ 
officially afforded that there is no 
chance off an increased distribution 
upon the shares until the results of next 
year’s harvests are known, and, for 
what is a more Important reason, the 
conviction that the permanence of re¬ 
cent railway consolidations In the West 
and Northwest is by no means as¬ 
sured. Speaking generally, there seems 
to have been quiet and steady selling of 
stocks throughout the list by so-called 
"Inside" Interests ever since the an¬ 
nouncement of the formation of the 
Northern Securities Company a month 
ago.

Claims There Is No Contradiction Be¬ 
tween True Science and Re¬ 
ligion. 


ALL DENOMINATIONS HEAR HIM 


The Rev. Francis R. Beattie, D. D., 
LL. D.. of the Presbyterian Seminary, 
began his Bible class lecture course at 
the Second Presbyterian church yester¬ 
day afternoon. The general subject of 
the course is "Christianity In Relation 
to Modern Evolution." The beginning 
augured well for the series. The lecture 
room of the church was almost filled. 
People from all denominations were 
present to hear the discourse of 
the eminent churchman and scholar. 

The first lecture was Introductory 
and sought to define Christianity and 
evolution. By this means the way was 
prepared and the ground cleared for 
the nineteen lectures which are to fol¬ 
low on successive Sunday afternoons. 

After some pleasant opening words 
and some allusions to the lectures of 
former years in the Interest of reli¬ 
gion. Dr. Be&ttle spoke In substance as 
follows: 

Our general theme for twenty lectures Is 
"Christianity and Modern Evolutionary 
Philosophy." 1 know that 1 have under¬ 
taken a large task, and 1 fear you will 
think so, too. before we are done. We 
take historic Christianity, not any single 
denomination's views. It is the generic 
Christian fulth. with Its world-wide vis¬ 
ion. not any narrow conception of re¬ 
ligion which we shall carry with us. His¬ 
toric evangelical Christianity In relation 
to these types of modern thought which 
are affected or controlled by the hypoth¬ 
esis of evolution. Is the theme we pro¬ 
pose. 

It Is our desire to render a service In a 
wider way than we have hitherto attempt¬ 
ed In then*' winter lectures, and we shall 
welcome hearers from every quarter. We 
shall seek to be helpful to young and old 
alike. 

There are two tempers abroad among 
people at the present day; one exists 
among some good people within the 
Christian fold. It consists In a kind of 
fear or suspicion that the foundations of 
the Christian faith have been so Affected 
by modern thought that they are rather 
Insecure. To such we shall seek to show 
that the unchanging word of God and the 
changeless Gospel are to be fitted to our 
modern conditions of thought and life and 
are as indent as ever. 

The other temi>er Is the boast sometimes 
made that modern thought has superseded 
the Christian faith, and thut the Gospel 
Is now quite out of date. This boast Is at 
times made with some boldness by unbe¬ 
lieving types of nvwlern thought. To such 
we shall seek to show that the Christian 
solution of many of the problems of mod¬ 
ern thought, nnd that the remedy for the 
ills of our time still lie In the Gospel. 
Tills may temper the boldness of such 
unbelief. 

• • • 

Christian Religion Defined. 


The theme for this hour first calls for 
a definition of the Christian religion. This 
Is no easy task. It Implies a definition 
of religion, nnd this Is harder stilL What 
Is the generic conception that underlies 
nil religions? This descriptive definition 
of religion Is suggested, it Implies an ob¬ 
ject In some form of deity and a subject 
In some religious creature. Religion grows 
out of the relation between them. Moro 
particularly, it consists In a mode of 
knowing, believing, feeling and acting on 
the part of the subject of religion In re¬ 
lation to Its proper object. 

This will apply to all forms of religion. 
It Is true of Pagan systems and all non- 
ChrtstLan forms of religion alike. They 
are all modes of knowing, believing, feel¬ 
ing and acting by their subjects in rela¬ 
tion to their respective objects. 

Taking sin Into account, nnd over 
against It revelation and redemption, 
Christianity Is a mode of knowing, be¬ 
lieving. feeling and acting on tire part 
of Its subjects. In accordance with the 
teachings of Scripture, concerning God 
ms its object, and under the experience 
of the redeeming activity of God In heart 
and llfp. The very core of Christianity Is 
that It Is the historic and vital expression 
of the redeeming activity of God by Jesus 
Christ In the heart and lives of men. and 
through them on the world. This will not 
be overlooked In all these studies. 

The second term which Is now to be de¬ 
fined Is Evolution. This Is a still harder 
task, for the word Is used in various 
senses, nnd often with much confusion. 
Then It is applied to so many orders of 
being that It takes on different forms as 
u matter of course. But we must try to 
get at the central Idea that Is common 
to all Us forms. The word Itself docs not 
help much, for It simply means to unroll 
nr unfold anything, or one thing out of 
another. But the thing which the word 
denotes Is whnt must he sought The dif¬ 
ficulty of the search Is Increased by the 
fnet that evolution Hometlmes trtken to 
denote the cause which rmtkes things an 
they now are nnd come from what they 
once were But this Is not now generally 
claimed by evolutionists. It Is taken to 
be n ^ocobs. and the Idea of the cause 
of tnW process Is excluded from cvolu- 
tkm. But If materialism be UvUl the 


cause and process must be confounded, 
and the result Is atheism. 

• • • 

Generic Idea of Evolution. 


To sum up the generic idea of evolu¬ 
tion Is that of the process by means of 
which simpler forms of existence have 
come to be complex as they now are. It 
denotes the method by which the un¬ 
differentiated comes to be more and more 
differentiated, the unorganized more and 
more organized. It seeks to take Into 
account all the supposed forces or Influ¬ 
ences which have to do with the process 
and progress of the simple to the com¬ 
plex In the world at large. Thus varia¬ 
tion. selection, environment, competition 
and heredity are brought Into view' and 
taken to account for the progress exhib¬ 
ited In nature as the simple forms of 
being become more and more complex. 
These various Influences will be discuss, d 
later on In our course. We now announce 
th. generic idea of evolution. Classifying 
all types of evolution, there are three 
great classes. The first Is cosmic evolu¬ 
tion. which has reference mainly to the 
world of material things In the heavens 
and the earth. This Is represented by 
Herbert Spencer. The second Is organic 
evolution, where the world of living 
things Is considered and ull Its varying 
grades or species accounted for by evo¬ 
lution. Here Darwin and his followers 
com*' lnt«* View. The third m:» 
sociological evolution; and, under it, man. 
In all his social relations. Is the subject of 
Investigation. The family, the nation, 
moral* and religion, an* usually in. I I 
under this wide area of the application of 
evolution. Spencer and Tylor Illustrate 
this phase of It. 

The course of studies is planned on 
this basis. The four lectures which follow 
this are on cosmic evolution. The next 
eight are on biological evolution. Includ¬ 
ing man and art. The concluding seven 
are on the ground of sociological evolu¬ 
tion. culminating In sin. Jesus Christ 
anil the recovery of men from sin. Such 
la the task we set for ourselves. 

Three closing remarks are made. First, 
we hope to make It plain that there is 
no Inherent contradiction between the 
Christian faith and the well-assurel 
truths of science In any field. A correct 
Interpretation of the Bible and a true 
residing of nature will be In harmony. 

Secondly, we hope to help you to sec 
that for many of the problems which 
modern thought Is framing and the evils 
that modern life is suffering from, th»« 
gospel of Christ and the redeeming activi¬ 
ty of God with the world Is the only solu¬ 
tion and the only remedy. 

Thirdly, we shall earnestly pray to bo 
useful to any mind or heart which Is 
troubled or led to doubt In matters of re¬ 
ligion by reason of modern thought, es¬ 
pecially of the evolutionary type. If wo 
can steady the faith of such nnd cleir 
their vision touching those matters we 
shall be more than rewarded for all theso 
labors.

REWARDS FOR ABSENTEES. 


SAMPSON AND CHADWICK GET 
THE LION'S SHARE. 


SECRETARY LONG BLAMED. 


* Washington. Dec. 8.—The Washington 
Post publishes a table of figures taken 
from the records of the Auditor for the 
Navy Department, showing the prize 
and bounty moneys which have been 
distributed arming the commanding offi¬ 
cers who participated In the naval ope¬ 
rations In the war with Spain. The fig¬ 
ures are authentic. They were obtained 
with the consent of Secretary Gage and 
compiled by clerks under the direction 
of the Auditor of the Navy Department. 

They show with painful clearness that 
the system of favoritism which enabled 
San.psvm to become comander of the 
most important fleet of modern war¬ 
ships that was ever organized was 
maintained to the point of securing for 
him payment of the sum of $25,797.44 as 
bounty and prize money in recognition 
of feats of valor which he did not per¬ 
form during the Spanish War. His 
prize money for vessels captured and 
destroyed by the Brooklyn and Oregon 
under corqmand of Rear Admiral Schley 
amounted to $14,132.44. 

This money. In addition to $3,330 for 
bounty alleged to have been earned at 
Manzanillo, and $8,335 for prizes cap¬ 
tured in the West Indian operations, 
has actually been paid to Sampson. He 
used It to buy himself a house In the 
fashionable quarter of Washington. 

More extraordinary even than these 
payments to Sampson was the payment 
of $14,026.08 to Capt. French E. Chad¬ 
wick. who commanded the New York, 
Sampson s flagship. The records show 
that Chadwick drew two portions of 
bounties and prize money, one as Fleet 
Captain and chief of staff and the other 
as Captain of the New York, which 
did not participate in the destruction of 
Orvera’s fleet and only arrived at the 
point where the Colon went ashore and 
surrendered one hour and twenty-three 
minutes after her flag had been struck 
to Admiral Schley. 

• • • 

Reward Withheld From Schley. 

Admiral Schley, who discovered the 
Spanish fleet at Santiago and success¬ 
fully bottled It In that port and who at 
a later date, with the Brooklyn and the 
Oregon, destroyed Cervera’s ships while 
Sampson w r as absent with the New* 
York, has received from the Treasury- 
up to date the insignificant sum of 
$149.53. This was Ills share for the 
capture of a Spanish schooner. The 
Naval Prize Court awarded him $3,334. 
For some reason, which nobody under¬ 
takes to explain, this money has been 
and Is being withheld from the hero of 
Santiago. It is supposed to represent 
the share to w hich he Is entitled for the 
destruction of Cervera’s ships. 

Chadwick, a mere Captain, who was 
ashore at Siboney when Schley opened 
the engagement with the Spanish fleet. 
Is awarded $11,775.10 as the Captain of 
the New York, and $1,584.98 as fleet Cap¬ 
tain because the Spanish fleet was de¬ 
stroyed. Not only is this the case, but 
he has collected the money. He and 
Sampson, the two pets of the naval 
clique, headed by Crow-nlnshleld. have 
been enabled to draw from the Treasury 
the rewards which are so obviously out 
of proportion to the services they ren¬ 
dered their country. The only manner 
In which they could have secured this 
money was through the influence of Sec¬ 
retary Long.

Admiral Schley, notwithstanding that 
he received but $149.53. is fortunate by 
comparison with Capt. Francis A. Cook, 
the gallant and loyal sailor who com¬ 
manded the Brooklyn, and Capt. Charles 
E. Clark, w ho commanded the "bulldog-** 
of the navy, the battleship Oregon. 
Neither of these officers has received a 
dollar. Capt. Cook’s award Is the pal¬ 
try sum of $2,190.32. while that of Capt. 
Clark Is $1,989.60. less than Evans’ and 
Taylor’s, and but slightly more than 
that of the late Capt. Philip of the Tex¬ 
as. The Brooklyn and the Oregon fought 
and won the battle. The Brooklyn, sin¬ 
gle-handed. as was made clear in the 
Schley court of Inquiry, bore the brunt 
of the battle with Cervera's ships with¬ 
out assistance for twenty-five minutes 
before the Oregon came to her aid.

Not To Be Taken Seriously. 

The London Saturday Review advo¬ 
cates not exactly an alliance but an 
understanding between Great Britain 
and Germany, to curb the power of the 
United States. It believes that Ger¬ 
many will feel the necessity of Inter¬ 
vening In South America, but cannot do 
so if this oountry la supported by 
Great Britain. Bui If Great Britain 
keeps deferring to the United States 
she will be elbowed off the Western 
Hemisphere. 

The Saturday Review is a chronic 
scold and must not be taken too seri¬ 
ously. It is dissatisfied with British 
policy In relation to the United States, 
In the Nicaragua and other matters, 
yet it bolds up this spectre of Ger¬ 
man Interference with the Monroe doc¬ 
trine. which suits the views of the Brit¬ 
ish Government exactly, in order to fos¬ 
ter in this country the Idea that we 
shall at some time need Great Britain's 
assistance. Germany, however, con¬ 
stantly repudiates all these suggestions 
of her designs In South America, and 
her newspapers Insist that they are In¬ 
vented In London for the specific pur¬ 
pose of aiding British designs. 

The United States should undoubtedly 
pursue the traditional policy of peace 
with all the nations of the world, de¬ 
parting from It only in cases of neces¬ 
sity But the people of this country 
are not looking forward to any time 
when it shall need for Its own safety 
an alliance with any other Power. We 
are now quite strong enough to protect 
our own interests on this hemisphere, 
and are growing In position and rela¬ 
tive importance from year to year. Our 
people, while differing radically on 
muny questions, are thoroughly united 
In the determination to maintuln the 
Monroe doctrine, and no othor country 
has Interests of such magnitude as to 
care to provoke our ill-will by assail¬ 
ing It. _____ 

Beciprocity With Ourselves. 

It Is not surprising to learn that the 
proposed revenue legislation for the 
Philippines Is found to be beset with 
difficulty. The Philippine Islands are 
American territory or American prop¬ 
erty. Congress Is granted the right to 
legislate for them. It Is said, by that 
provision of the Constitution giving It 
Jurisdiction of the territory or other 
property of the United States. The 
President, through the Secretary of 
War. and he through the Philippine 
Commission, has made a tariff for this 
territory, which Is to be paid on Im¬ 
ports from the Unlttd States as well 
as from other countries. Heretofore, 
without authority from Congress, im¬ 
ports Into the United States Irom the 
Philippines have been taxed as for¬ 
eign, but the Supreme Court suys that 
this Is unlawful, and cannot be con¬ 
tinued except by express authority 
from Congress. That Is the effect of 
the decision as generally understood 
There Is no decision as to the legality 
of the tariff made for the Philippines 
by the President plus the Secretary of 
War plus the Philippine Commission, 
but It seems that It Is deemed neces¬ 
sary to strengthen this by legislation. 
The situation. 13 sufficiently compli¬ 
cated to give rise to some perplexity. 

It Is given out that it Is thought nec¬ 
essary to put a reciprocity clause In the 
rew Philippine Bill. The Dlngley act 
provided for reciprocity treaties, but 
they were to be negotiated within two 
years, which time has now expired. It 
has even been objected that the pend¬ 
ing reciprocity treaties ought not to be 
considerd because the time originally 
fixed for their ratification has expired 
and had to be renewed. At all events 
It appears to be thought necessary that 
new authority be given by Congress, 
although the President and Senate 
have a right underi the Constitution to 
make treaties. But this reciprocity 
proposed with the Philippines will be 
of a queer description. The United 
States made both tariffs, one by the 
President, the other through the ac¬ 
tion of Congress. That Is to say Con¬ 
gress passed the Dlngley Bill, which Is 
to regulate Imports from the Philip¬ 
pines; the President and Secretary of 
War passed the tariff which imposes 
duties on our exports to the Philippines. 
Congress proposes to legalize or re-en¬ 
act that tariff, though perhaps with 
amendments. This may be construed 
as making it a tariff passed by Con¬ 
gress. Then we shall have two sets of 
congressional taxes on Imports, one for 
home use. the other for application to 
the Philippines. 

This brings us to the question of 
reciprocity. That may be reached in 
two ways. One by a treaty which 
would have to be ratified by the Senate, 
the other by a mere arrangement au¬ 
thorized by Congress, as was done un¬ 
der the McKinley Bill. But In either 
event the President would have to con¬ 
duct the negotiation. And he would 
conduct both sides of It from the neces¬ 
sity of the case. It is true that it Is re¬ 
ported from Washington that the Phil¬ 
ippine Commission will reduce the du¬ 
ties on American textiles and Rome 
other merchandise. In return for which 
Philippine sugar will be admitted at a 
lower rate than other sugar. But what 
is the Philippine Commission? It is the 
creation of the President, and legislates 
by his authority. Thus In effect the 
President will negotiate with himself. 
In h!» capacity as President of the 
United States and the representative 
Qf Congress, he reduces the tax on 
Philippine sug.u Imported Into the 
United States. In his capacity as Com¬ 
mander-In-chlef of the army and navy 
of the United States, acting through th« 


Secretary of War and the Philippine 
Commission, both his creations, he 
knocks off some of the duties Imposed 
by himself upon American goods sent 
to the Philippines. Having control of 
both sides of this reciprocity arrange¬ 
ment. the President ought to be able 
to conduct the negotiation In a manner 
highly satisfactory to himself. Neither 
party can fairly be expected to develop 
any obstinacy to prevent an agreement. 

We have had a good deal of talk In 
the last thirty years about "Jug-han¬ 
dled reciprocity.** and the talking has 
mostly been from Republicans and In a 
critical spirit, but this Is the first case 
w here it Is proj>ose<l that all the nego¬ 
tiation shall be conducted by one side. 
It would be rash to conclude, however, 
that even this brand of reciprocity will 
command tlie assent of those who have 
objected to every oilier sort proposed. 
A lower duty on Philippine sugar might 
not mean cheeper sugar at home, but 
the domestic producers will not be will¬ 
ing to take any risks. There Is the 
proposition already made to reduce the 
rates on sugar from Cuba. Besides 
there Is Jamaica in the background with 
a pending treaty. There is also th» 
sugar trust converted to free sugar (ex¬ 
cept the sort It produce^. .This enter¬ 
ing wedg* to be made by Philippine 
reciprocity, therefore, will hardly be 
kindly greeted. 

There Is a current Joke, borrowed 
from comic npern, about one Pooh- 
Bah. but we have rather gone beyond 
that. The President Is believed to have 
been legislating In the Philippines un¬ 
der the war power of the Constitution, 
whatever that may be, but we are in¬ 
formed that there has been no war 
there since the treaty of peace with 
Spain was proclaimed. But even with 
the aid of Congress and the Supreme 
Court the President will not be able to 
negotiate reciprocity treaties that will 
please everybody. 


England's Vast Foreign Investments. 

References are being repeatedly made 
of late to Great Britain's decline In fi¬ 
nancial as well as In martial prestige, 
but they are not In accordance with 
the facts. The South African War may 
end at any time, and. badly ne it has 
been managed. It has been a struggle 
which has been maintained as no other 
nation could have maintained it, with 
the sole exception of the United States. 
The war would have brought bankrupt¬ 
cy to either France or Germany. With 
regard to England's financial strength 
some recent reports as to her foreign 
Investments are of great Interest. They 
are dazzling In their magnitude, and 
show, In thin respect at least, an enor¬ 
mous accumulation of wealth. 

In 1893, Mr. Mulhall, the statistician, 
estimated Great Britain’s foreign in¬ 
vestments at £1.698,000,000, andSlr Robert 
Glffen, an equal authority, said these 
figures were conservative. It ig now 
reckoned by the best authorities that 
tbepe Investments at the close of 1900 
stood at the enormous sum of £2.000,- 
000.000 or $10,000,000,000. Tills, If correct, 
would represent a gain of II.SIO.OOO.OOO 
In eight years. The Income tax assess¬ 
ments allow this estimate to be made, 
for they show a yield of £60.266.000 per 
year from foreign investments, or In 
our money $301,330,000. On a 4 per cent. 
Income ba^s this would stand for a 
principal of s€*vem and a half billions, 
and on a 3 per cent, basis would make up 
the ten billions. As It Is not to be sup¬ 
posed that the British Investor Is any 
more anxious to pay taxes than our 
own rich men. the chances are that the 
estimates are exceeded by the a *Uml 
facts. 

A nation with a surplus so enormous 
as to be compelled to Invest It away 
from home to this extent will require 
more than two years of destructive 
war and Industrial depression to be 
seriously reduced In financial power. 
Th»* conviction Is general that England 
has add most of her American securi¬ 
ties since the boom began over here, 
but If so the British capitalist ha& re¬ 
ceived his quid pro quo and Is none 
the worse off. The way London has 
managed ip take away our gold at this 
period of heavy exports and with our 
groit activity In business and higher 
Interest rates on money may well give 
our finane’ers pause. The SKn^xrv cY 
the Treasury shows In his annual re¬ 
port that the InternatlLsial merchan¬ 
dise balance in the past four years ha* 
been 72 , 1 >r.1 .in. 0,000 in our favor .m l with 
the silver exports the total becomes $2.- 
453.618,302. and yet the net excess of our 
Imports of gold for that period haB been 
but $ 12 , 866 , 010 . We are undoubtedly far 
more prosperous than England now\ but 
we have no such vast accumulation of 
surplus wealth. 


The New York Sun fears that the 
proposed anarchy island would be un¬ 
inhabited btwause It would have to be 
populated by those who confess that 
they are anarchists, and that with 
such banishment awaiting them an¬ 
archists would keep their mouths shut.

FRENCH INVENTOR. . 


M. FLEURY HERE TO SELL NEW 
STEAM PRODUCER. 


Says Santos-Dumont Will Be Able 
Soon To Cross the Atlantic 
In His Airship. 


M. Albert Fleury. «• French inventor, 
a friend of M. Santos-Dumont and 
Dreyfuss. is in Louisville exploiting the 
merits of one of Ms recent inventions. 
He was at Scelbach's lust night en 
route from Chicago to Birmingham, 
where he hopes to Interest some of the 
steel manufacturers In an invention of 
his that he promises will produce steam 
at two-fifths of a cent per horse power. 
Ills method Is to produce a gas from 
distilled coal, which can be used with¬ 
out any smoke, and which only requires 
vtiry small boilers.. He has recently 
sold his patents In Germany for 300,000 
it arks and has disposed of several of 
them since he has been on this side 
of the Atlantic, the first being at Ham¬ 
ilton, Ontario. 

But while M. Fleury talks about his 
patents and exhibits the drawings, he 
delights to tell how far ahead he thinks 
the French are In the manufacture of 
machinery. “The Americans make the 
brst machinery." he said, “but It can 
hardly compare with that manufact¬ 
ured in France, for the reason that all 
machinery made here will not last long, 
while In France It will do duty for 
yente. Since I have been In this coun¬ 
try I have learned that the reason your 
machinery Is not more substantial is 
that there are so many Improvements 
made from year to year that It Is un¬ 
necessary* to make It strong. In France 
we make machinery to last a lifetime, 
though we know It will soon be re¬ 
placed b> r something more modern.** 

M. Fleury* carries credentials which 
proclaim him a member of the celebrat¬ 
ed French family of the name that has 
furnished statesmen to France for many 
years. He eays he Is a warm friend of 
M. Santos Dumont, the Inventor of the 
latest flying machine, and be witnessed 
his first effort to encircle the Eiffel 
tower. 

**There Is no doubt In France that 
Dumont Is on the right track," said he, 
“and It has been frequently predicted 
In Pari 9 that within the next two yiars 
he will be able to cross the Atlantic to 
New York In his machine. On the 
boulevards In Paris It Is predicted that 
within the next five years flying ma¬ 
chines will be as common und as pop¬ 
ular a* the b!cy*cles are there to-day. M. 
Dumont Is a wealthy man, and he will 
not stop until he has perfected his ma¬ 
chine. which we Frenchmen think will 
not be a great while.** 

M. Fleury says he has known Drey- 
fuss for many years: In fact, he says, 
they are warm friend*. He saw Drey- 
fuss three months ago in Alsace, and 
says that he la doing well and has the 
respect of the people among whom he 
resides. 

This Is M. Fleury’* first visit to Amer¬ 
ica. and he If covering the country by 
easy stages and enjoying It all.

Tho sale waa for 
the purpose of »€tthng the * state, and It 
was a calamity to Louisville. Most of 
the picture* wers bought, 1 believe, by 
Mr. Victor Newcomb, the son of the for¬ 
mer owner and the chief beneficiary of 
the sale. Thus the most important col¬ 
lection of painting* ever owned liere was 
lo*-; to Louisville. 

The late Mr. William SL mple had a 
charming collection of picture*, chiefly 
by American artists, that he had gath¬ 
ered trith the mos discriminating UMe. 
The late Mr. Joueit Menefee. who tnlw r 
ited hi* k/ve of paintings, collected h'a 
treasure* In Europe a* well a* In Amer¬ 
ica, und among them are som** moster- 
p'ece*. The Jouott portrait*, cvf which 
there are several, give unusual Ititerv*: 
to the Menefee collection. Mr. George 
Moore also had some fxce’.lent paintings, 
and wo*. 1 believe, the only Louluville 
man who ever built a gallery for his pic¬ 
ture*. 

But a catalogue of the Newcomb paint¬ 
ings. printed In 18C7. Is sufficient evidence 
that this collection wa* far more impor¬ 
tant, so far as great names go. than any 
other Louisville ha* know*n. The firs; In 
the list was by E. Lentze, a German who 
became the most eminent American his¬ 
torical painter of his day The well- 
known “Washington Crossing the I 
watv.” reproduced In every child’s history 
of the United States, was from his brush. 
An Indian attack on an emigrant train 
was the subject of the spirited picture 
owned by Mr. Newcomb. Most of the col¬ 
lection. however, were by European art¬ 
ists. nearly all of the first rank. One Is 
surprised to learn that of the very few 
Turner* owned In America—at that time 
only three—one was owned here. It was 
the “Royal Procession to the Tow^r of 
London.** In atmospheric effect*, in th« 
handling of the lights, ami In technique It 
Is eminently characteristic of the artist. 1 
remember the “Boy Playing on the Flag¬ 
eolet." by Edouard Frese. a* a most 
charming little genre picture, and one 
yet occasionally runs across an old en¬ 
graving of "Tlie Carnival of Venice,’* by 
Becker. A Cairo street scene, by Gerome; 
a splendidly painted portrait of a hound, . 
by Rosa Uonheur; an elaborate Roman' 
composition, by Atm* Tadema. Paul de la 
Roche’s first sketch of his “Christ’s 
Agony In the Garden.” were among the 
most notable works In the collection. 

Melssonler, w-ho, by the way, was a 
pupil of de la Roche, was represented by 
a characteristic painting, “The Halber¬ 
dier" Some of Verboeckhoven’s sheep, 
Just from the barber’s and a bath, were 
already Introducing their breed to this 
public A "Venice," by Zelm. showed tha: 
artist’s skill In reproducing the shimmer 
of the atmosphere of the Adriatic. A 
beautiful picture was the ’Monaco.** by 
C. Leu. It I* amusing to read In the de¬ 
scriptive text of the catalogue that Mo¬ 
naco "Is an Insignificant place, with a 
smalt trade In macaroni, and a larger 
revenue to the reigning prince from a 
rouge-et-nolr table which attracts the 
Idler* and Invalids wintering at Menton!; 
near by." How' Is that for a description of 
Monte Carlo? 

But the place of honor on the walls 
was given to a painting by Louis GnHalt. 
who wa» represented by two pictures 
Cat I la? was regarded by many persons as 
the greatest artist of his day. The most 
Important of his two works In the N*-w- 
eomb collection was tilled "The Mendi¬ 
cants." An old man and a dying child 
are the subjects, with a faithful dog and 
an old violin as accessories. 

In Mr. Newcomb’* house wen* many 
other notable paintings What a pity that 
we have no public gallery w'here some of 
them might, perhaps, have been retained. 


In reading the memoir* of the Baron de 
Marbot. the other day. I encountered u 
story that made me feel at home. 1 
felt like calling up the shade of the Gen¬ 
eral and telling him he wm the kind of 
a liar 1 knew and liked. 1 first tn< t this 
story at the Trapplst Abbey of Gethaem- 
ane. where It was told me by the Uttle 
old Irishman who w«ed to drive the wagon 
between the station and the abbey, for 
the carriage of gtie«ts and other worldly 
chattels.

INFORMATION, INSPIRATION 
AND THEN REALIZATION. 


Dr. Powell Speaks On Motto of Chris¬ 
tian Woman’s Board of Missions 
At Anniversary Meeting. 


The anniversary meeting of the Chris¬ 
tian Women’s Board of Missions w f as 
held ut the First Christian church last 
night. The Rev. E. L. Powell deliv¬ 
ered an address on the motto of the 
organization, ‘‘Information. Inspiration 
and Realization." 

His first topic wras "Information." In 
which he proceeded to give a short 
history of what had been accomplished 
by the organization since Its Inception. 
He said that the Christian Women’s 
Board of Missions was organized at 
Cincinnati in 1.H74 at one of the national 
conventions of the Christian church. 
Its first enrolled membership amount¬ 
ed to only seventy-flve. Its first meet¬ 
ing was held at the First Christian 
church In Louisville In 1875. Since that 
time Its membership has grown to 20,- 
000. During the first year It raised $1,200 
for missionary w’ork. and this year It 
raised $135,000. It has auxiliaries in 
every State and Territory In the Union 
and has 161 missionaries in the field, 
who are distributed In all parts of Mex¬ 
ico, India. Jutmaca. Porto Rico and the 
United States. It does a great deal of 
educational work and has endowed 
Bible chairs In the University of Vir¬ 
ginia und at Ann Arbor, where students 
are Instructed in the Bible. 

On the subject of "Inspiration” the 
Rev Mr. Powell said that the work that 
had been accomplished wns of Itself an 
inspiration. On ihe subject of “Realiza¬ 
tion” he said that It was the aim of 
the association to secure 16.000 new 
members during the coming year, en¬ 
list 50.000 women In the work and raise 
$150,000 to carry on the missionary 
work. A fine congregation was present 
and a substantial offering for mission¬ 
ary work was made.

Tax Ferrets Hunting 
Down the “Dodgers.” 


THE STATE WANTS ITS MONEY. 


CONTRACTOR McCORMACK PRE¬ 
PARING TO SUE FOR CEL*,. 
HOUSE MONEY. 


TIPPED FOR COMMISSIONER. 


Tiie proposition of a firm of tax fer¬ 
rets. made to the City Council of Jef¬ 
fersonville, to search for sequestered 
prop*.*ty. it being represented that pities 
an l counties lose annually thousands of 
dollars through the failure of nonresi¬ 
dents and local individuals to list prop¬ 
erty. brings out the fact that all over 
Indiana there la a manifest determina¬ 
tion on the part of officials to unearth 
taxable property and collect thereon. 

Holders of mortgages and other secur¬ 
ities are the especial prey of the tax 
ferrets, in some instances mortgages 
given ten years ago and never accounted 
for when the tax return was made have 
been found on the records. In other 
cases, when the mortgagee was called 
on. It has been developed that the mort¬ 
gage had been paid, but had never been 
eatitled on the books. 

This la the system followed by the fer¬ 
rets: 

Tables are formed In alphabetical or¬ 
der. showing the names of all property 
holders, the amounts they return for 
taxation, mortgages given or taken by 
them, transfers of property made to 
them, or by them, with the dates. These 
tables cover a period of ten years, that 
being the time within which the statute 
of limitation does not bar recoveries. 
The law fixes a penalty for falling to 
make a proper return, and tax dodgers 
rarely go into court If they can help It. 
If the ferret catches them with the 
goods there is not often any publicity 
about It, and In no event is the name 
given. For this reason settlements are 
made with the Auditor and money is 
paid Into the Treasury by dodgers who 
thus avoid the courts and possible fees 
tc the prosecutor. Once In a great while 
efforts are made to bluff the ferrets, but 
os soon as the situation Is explained the 
bluffer sees that he is at a disadvantage 
and settles.

CHANCE FOR SOME REVENGE. 


Charges To Be Filed By the Bradley 
Wing Against the Lexington 
Officeholder. 


OPPOSITION FOR MR. BOREING. 


The light started on Mr. Samuel Jud- 
son Roberta, the Collector of Internal 
Revenue for the Seventh district of 
Kentucky, may prove Just as Interest¬ 
ing before It Is over as did the two- 
years’ fight waged against Mr. C. E. 
Sapp in this district. 

That Mr. Roberts' enemies are organ¬ 
izing against him there Is no doubt, 
but the success of the movement de¬ 
pends largely on the Influence former 
Gov. Bradley has at Washington. If 
he has the ear of the President—and 
some of his sanguine friends declare he 
has—then Mr. Roberts’ chances to con¬ 
tinue In office are slim, and. In fact, so 
are the chances of the other Federal 
officeholders who have ruled Republican 
politics in Kentucky for the past four 
or five years. 

To Mr. Roberts’ credit It can be stat¬ 
ed that he was the last man It was 
expected a fight w*ould be made on, for 
the reason that so far as is known he 
has kept his office out of politics. As 
the editor of a newspaper at Lexing¬ 
ton he has fought the battles of his 
party with all the power at his com¬ 
mand, but never once was It charged 
that his office had been dragged Into 
political strife. Now It Is be¬ 
ing charged that he has vio¬ 
lated certain rules governing hla 
office, and it can be stated with safety 
that these charges will be laid before 
the President when the Collector’s offi¬ 
cial scalp Is called for. These charges 
are that he bas placed more than one 
member of his family in office; that his 
brother. Grant Roberts, holds an office 
in th** service at Frankfort, and his sis¬ 
ter-in-law holds a position In the office 
at Lexington. 

It was said here yesterday that Mr. 
Sapp intended to use whatever influence 
he had at Washington to have Mr. Rob¬ 
erts displaced on account of his atti¬ 
tude In Mr. Sapp’s fight. 

Mr. Sapp was asked If there was 
<ruth in the report. Ills reply was; 
"Like Gov. Bradley, I am out of poli¬ 
tics, but I do think that Mr. Roberts 
should huve corrected the mistakes Jn 
his office before he attempted to find 
mistakes in others." 

"You mean?"* 

"I mean, sir, that the civil service law- 
says that not more than two relatives 
or members of one family shall hold 
office, and Mr. Roberts has his brother 
and tf:8ter-in-law In his office. 1 don’t 
know what effect this may have on the 
President, but you know he is a great 
stickler for civil service." 

• • • 

“Out of Politics.” 

Mr Sapp was asked if he proposed to 
Join with the opposition and make a 
fight on Mr. Roberts. His only reply 
was that he was out of politics, but his 
answer was followed by a laugh which 
left the impression that he might be 
found doing something at the proper 
time. Whether he will line up with Mr. 
Bradley is a matter of conjecture, but 
If Mr. Roberts desires to be retained 
ft Is Important thnt he have the in- 
dors* ment of Senator Deboe, which Is 
practically impossible if Mr. Sapp de¬ 
sires otherwise. 

At Lexington, if all reports are to be 
believed, considerable opposition is de¬ 
veloping against Mr. Roberts, and. ac¬ 
cording to the stories, it is among men 
who have been devoted followers of Mr. 
Bradley for years. This opposition is 
sold to include Mr. George Denny, Mr. 
Wood Dunlap and a number of influ¬ 
ential negroes who have played an Im¬ 
portant part in Republican politics In 
Lexington for a good many years. A 
Lexington man told a reporter for the 
Courier-Journal yesterday afternoon 
that a half dozen negro politicians of 
that city would go to Washington this 
week to see the President, and while 
they had declined to state their mission, 
it was openly hinted that they would 
ask to have Mr. Roberts removed and 
MaJ. A T. Wood, of Mt. Sterling, ap¬ 
pointed. J. T. Jackson is among the 
number who will go to Washington.

WILL THERE BE PEACE OR WAR 


Mil in Body Prepared To Take Back 
Turf Congress People if They 
Want To Get In. 


DATE FOR AMERICAN DERBY. 


T HE flrat annual meeting of the 
Western Jockey Club will be 
held In Chicago to-day. There 
Is not much business of Inter¬ 
est that the club is likely to transact be¬ 
yond a suggestion for the allotment of 
dates. It Is possible that tho Jockey Club 
will effect a reconciliation with the Amer¬ 
ican Turf Congress. but this is not proba¬ 
ble. for the Turf Congress people, as has 
been repeatedly mentioned In the Courier- 
Journal. want certain concessions which 
the Western Jockey Club Is not likely 
to grant. However, H *.a barely possible 
that the bodies may agree on something 
akin to peace, and if they do Western 
turfmen will rejoice. 

Messrs. May Overton, of Nashville, and 
Sum Adler, of St Limits. will In all prob¬ 
ability represent the Turf Congreea, while 
•he Jockey Club crowd Is expected to be 
present en masse, as It is desired that 
•very member be present to vote upon the 
proposition which Mr. Fitzgerald, of the 
Hawthorne track. Is expected to propose. 
With the possible consolidation. If every¬ 
thing goes well, the last rumors of trouble 
will vanish, and next season will see the 
West solidified for the first time In what 
looks to be a competent organisation for 
the proper control of racing. Even when 
complete, however, it will be subject to 
Improvement, but this Is expected to be 
accomplished In the natural course of 
events. 

There has been a report that the West¬ 
ern Jockey Club would arise to a new oc¬ 
casion and pass a rule preventing syndi¬ 
cate betting on any track within its mem¬ 
bership or any licensed track. This would 
effectually bar Lakeside and would alien¬ 
ate the Condon forces. The chances are 1 
that the Western Jockey Club will con¬ 
tinue to Ignore betting and that Lakeside i 
Will remain as a black mark on the West¬ 
ern turf. 

It Is more than likely that the princlpjl 
act of the Western Jockey Club will be 
the reception of turf pronuuer* and turf¬ 
men who were outside the pale last year 
and who will be forgiven and asked to be¬ 
have In the future, provided they want to 
get in the Chicago body. 

• • • 

Says the Chicago Record-Herald: "It Is 
practically settled that Lakeside will have 
the op nlng dates of the next Chicago sea. 
son; that Worth will follow; that Harlem 
will furnish the attraction preliminary to 
the Derby, and that the Washington Park 
meeting will last twenty-five days. The 
only positive fixtures is the Washington 
Park meeting. The other clubs will build 
their dates around Washington Park, and 
fight It out as tlu- managers so. fit. 

There Is no certainty about Hawthorne. 
At the end of the turf season President 
Fitxgerald dismissed all his employes. In¬ 
cluding the secretary, and It Is doubtful 
whether Sheridan Clark will accept the 
position of secretary with the Chicago 
Jockey Club for next season. Because of 
the dissatisfaction* of former employes and 
because of the possibility that Sher dan 
Clark would not return, there has been a 
report that Edward Corrigan would .*gain 
be In control at the dram ig»- canal track 
The report has been denied, but still con¬ 
tinues to circulate. 

*'It Is known that President Fitzgerald, 
at the end of the season, made no plans 
with his employes for th* next season, 
and has not yet done so. What inter.-st 
Mr, Corrigan may have in Hawthorne Is 
of course h mere matter of gue.-awork. 
At all events it Is doubtful whether Secre¬ 
tary Clark returns next year.** 

« • • 

Despite numerous reports to the con¬ 
trary, William C. Whitney will Invade En¬ 
gland with his racing *;&hh* next year, 
•n.I will make every effort to capture th t - 
Derby, the blue ribbon event of the Brit¬ 
ish turf. Besides Volodyovakt. Whitney 
Will have Nasturtium and Goldsmith, and 
•eems rrure of landing the coveted prize. 
Following the unsportsmanlike act.ons of 
a number of English turfmen came the 
report that Whitney would not be seen 
•broad next season. The fact that he will 
SM»t only race his horses abroad but wi.l 
tak* the best of his string over, D a -a I 
blow to Ihe American racing uam* Whit¬ 
ney Is one of the best of leading .VnuTi- 
oan horsemen, and had he given hi* aid 
to helping American turf events along tnv 
•port on this sid«* of th» w..ter would 
have been vastly increased. The report 
thi«t he would remain At home next teAfon 
whs hailed with Joy by all American 
fcorsemen and followers of the turf, and 
hU change of plans corn* - .».- i great sur¬ 
prise It would seem more worthy if the 
American horsemen would give more of 
th«ur attention to the sport in America 
•nd Jet the Britons fight for their uwn 
laurels. 

• • • 

Secretary Howard says there will be 
no Increase Jn the number of stakes for 
the Washington Park meeting this year, 
•nd he announces that the list will be 
prepared within a fortnight, and tbar the 
entries will close February 15. The meet¬ 
ing. he pays, will be of twenty-five days, 
opening on Saturday. June 21. and dosing 
on July 1!». The American Derby of ]*.<*• 
was run on June 21, and with that excep¬ 
tion the Derby of 1992 will be th* .urlfest 
In the history of the Washington Park 
Jockey Club. 


W ILL "Wild BUI" Hanrahan be 
the victor over Marvin Hart. 
Louisville's light heavyweight 
boxer, in their contest sched¬ 
uled for twenty-five rounds at the Audi¬ 
torium on the evening ’of December 17? 
This Question Is being discussed daily by 
every admirer of the boxing game In this 
city, and In many parts of the country 
as wcU. 

One point seems practically agreed on 
by local sports, and that Is, Hart Is go¬ 
ing to tackle a very hard proposition. He 
suys bo himself. And he Is preparing ac¬ 
cordingly. 

Hunrahan's performance with Hart 
must not be gauged by his bout with Jim¬ 
my Handler, of Newark, whom he pum- 
meled almost to a pulp ut the Auditorium. 
"Wild Bill" was taking no chances with 
Fitzsimmons* protege. He had been de¬ 
feated twice by Handler. Neither con¬ 
test was long, though in each the boxing 
was swift and hard. Hanrahan knew well 
thnt Handler, although tottering around 
the ring, had a knockout punch In either 
hand. Feigning at one Instant to be near¬ 
ly out, like a flash he was likely to w*h!p 
across on the jaw and execute a victo¬ 
rious wind up. 

And so, "Wild BUI," accused by many 
of being erratic and uncontrollable, went 
through eighteen rounds with Handler, 
seemingly very awkward at times, but 
jabbing that long left to the face and 
leaving a mark every time. 

Seldom "Wild Bill' got In dangerous 
quarters with Handler. He preferred to 
stand off and Jab with that left hand. 
Handler was unable to break the guard 
of the big fellow. Rushing In. he was 
generally blocked or given a Jolt that did 
him no good. Yet, Bill did not deliver a 
knockout punch. 

Can he do this when he faces the un¬ 
beaten local gladiator, the hero of every 
struggle that has called him Into the 
ring? Thirteen times he has been cneertd 
us the winner. Having been rocked and 
slugged up to the hoodoo point, he passed 
the fatal number by defeating his present 
trainer. Jack Beauscholte, of Chicago. 
When "Wild BUI" stands alongside th.s 
young pugilist he will know that he has 
trouble on his hands. Hart will sail in 
und "Wild Bill" must have a care. He 
will have to light as n-ver before. Oeo gv 
Gardner and Kid Carter will testify to 
Bill s hitting ability. He won victories 
from each of them, though subsequently 
they gained decisions over him. 

Will "Wild Bill" be able to hand Mar¬ 
vin what Is his’’ Ri Is training with th- 
keenest desire to win. As strong as Hart, 
as confident as the East End favorite, as 
big in every way and with a wallop cqua - 
ing any Hart has cut loose. It looks like 
Hanrahan hits a good "look In with the 
unbeaten local man.

Corbett Willing To Meet Jeff. 


James J. Corbett, former heavy-weight 
champion of the world, has announced 
that he will again re-enter the ring, and 
states that he will challenge Jeffries for 
the championship. Corbett, according to 
New* York dispatches, believes that there 
will be a revival of the lighting gum* in 
tht next year or so. and unnoumes that 
he intends to have his share of what is 
going. 

If Corbett really Intends to re-enter tho 
ring. Ids appearance will l>e hailed with 
delight by every lover of the sport, even 
by those with whom he Is personally un¬ 
popular. He Is conceded on all sides to 
be the man most likely to give Jeffries a 
argument for the title, anu If he Is in 
good trim when he enters the ring, thou¬ 
sands would back his chnnces against 
those of the champion. 

According to dispatch* s from Clncjn-iatl, 
Corbett Is negotiating for the purchase 
of a saloon and cafe in that city, the mat¬ 
ter to la? decided one way or the other 
within a week. He was Interviewee! in 
New York recently concerning the Young 
Corbctt-McGovern light, and believes that 
the victor put up a tine display of clever¬ 
ness ;*nd ring generalship. RothwelF* #x 
hibltion of two-handed fighting, according 
to Corbett, was superb. 

Whether Corbett ran regain his one¬ 
time form or not Is the question 
which Is now being discussed by 3por ing 
men. The former champion Is well known 
as a man who Is fond of the good things 
of life, particularly high living, and con¬ 
siderable doubts are expressed as to 
whither he will be able to get hack to 
perfect trim. His revival to meet Jef¬ 
fries. however, was so unexpected and 
so complete on their last meeting that it 
Is thought he can do the trick again.

I dan. but will not put up bars th.it will 
cecp tho public from witnessing boms. 
The Idea that boxing will be revived with 
all the force thnt prevailed about a year 
ago Is probably not correct. Thv g.ime, 
us 1 understand It. Is to be h« Id under 
strong restrictions which will probably by 
of benefit. 

It Is not likely that the heavyweight* 
will be given much of a chance to show 
themselves In the coming bouts nt th*» 
new club, as they were at Tattersall’a a 
year ago. The lessons which have be« n 
given the promoters last winter will also 
bo well remembered. For the most part 
the bouts. If the project Is successful will 
be between evenly matched men \>t th* 
divisions below the heavyweights Slug 
King bouts are to be omit ted and knock¬ 
outs prevented wherever It Is possible. Of 
course, there will be knockouts. Ama¬ 
teurs, In their boxing tourneys, often end 
thrlr fights suddenly, and no chib could 
prevent knockouts altogether, unless th-' 
boxers were sparring for points.

Leaders Expected To Elect Spalding 
To Succeed Nick Young and To 
Fight Ban Johnson. 


NOT LIKELY TO REMAIN IDLE. 


T O-MORROW at noon the annual 
December meeting of tho Na¬ 
tional league will begin at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, New York. 
By long odds this gathering of the mag¬ 
nates promises to be the most Import¬ 
ant meeting held by them since the fa¬ 
mous Indianapolis conference ten years 
ago. 

The two Important matters to be dis¬ 
pose*] of are the formation of a new 
compact to take the place of the ten- 
year agreement, which expires this year, 
and the choice of a new president, who 
shall be a strong leader Instead of a 
faithful servant only. What will be the 
solution of these two problems the mag¬ 
nates themselves could not foretell in all 
probability. AH other quest'ons, Including 
the all-important one of continuing or 
terminating the present fctate of warfare, 
depend on how the leaguo settles thesa 
two matters. 

What will be the final result of the 
present situation non© ran guess. It la 
certain If both leagues go through an¬ 
other season without collapse the Na¬ 
tional League will have to admit Its de¬ 
feat, for by that time the public will 
have come to recognize that the Na¬ 
tional League is not the whole works In 
baseball. Its prestige will have gone, and 
its pride be humbled sjufllclently to make 
a compromise on terms of equality pos¬ 
sible. The American has fewer pitfalls to 
avoid this >'Ar than last, and Is a more 
stable organizat on because Its credit with 
the fans Is better. The magnates at to¬ 
morrow's gathering will have to face the 
cold fact that they are fighting an or¬ 
ganization equally as strong as the Na¬ 
tional. which has an aggressive leader In 
Ban Johnson, who has sworn to drive the 
parent body out of bu».ness. And from 
the Indications It looks like this Is pos¬ 
sible. 

• • • 

Spalding May Be Elected. 


The choice of a president may solve the 
whole difficulty If a man be found strong 
enough to force the different cliques Into 
a stale of submission to the general wel¬ 
fare of the league. There are not many 
such men in sight, and the only one 
mentioned as a possible Candida re who 
could do It Is A. G. Spalding. But whether 
a man Ilk. Freedman would be willing 
to surrender the absolute control of the 
league which he now enjoys to a stronger 
man is decidedly un open question. Freed¬ 
man Is dictator to the league now. and 
might be Inclined to accept, the presidency 
as a side dish. He certa.nly would not 
give up bis dictatorship except under 
greatest pressure. Not even the Interests 
of the New Y'ork Club would affect him, 
because his Interest In the New Y’ork Club 
1 b purely that of an agent. 

If Freedman remains in control and can 
rid himself of his enemies In th© league 
a war of extermination may be confident¬ 
ly predicted. Doubtless Freedman firmly 
believes ruch a war has only to be start¬ 
ed and continued vigorously for a few 
minutes to blow the American League 
higher than the moon. Freedman knows 
less Abo in iiu-*M'bs ii than he doss tb 
use of finger Ik>w1s, according to Charley 
Drydcn, and has no knowledge whatever 
of the strength of tho American league 
or the men who constitute It. He would 
probably continue his warfare until he 
wiped out every* club except his own, un¬ 
less he could previously be wiped off the 
map himself. 

• • • 

May Indicate the Policy. 


A O. Spalding would fight. He would 
do a little reconnoitring. ami, if he found 
he could lick the other fellows he wouM 
start tn and do It. If he found he couldn't 
he would find the best way to keep from 
getting licked. With the Interests of the 
National lK>ague first In his mind he 
would still look out for tho great game 
Itself and see that nothing was done to 
kill that. While the Impression has been 
carefully spread that Spalding was not a 
candidate for the presidency, and it whs 
most unlikely he would Im Induced to un¬ 
dertake the task If he were elected, many 
still believe the agitation In favor of the 
veteran magnate was not started without 
his consent, and that If he could be elected 
he would be willing to undertake the task 
—not because Spalding wants the presi¬ 
dency of the National League, but because 
he fear* for the future of the game itself 
in Its present hand*, and with that game 
his whole career has been closely Iden¬ 
tified. 

However, the magnate* will have to 
show their hands Ibis week, and their se¬ 
lection of a president will Indicate the 
policy to be pursued. 

• • • 

May Try Some "Reforms . 99 

A* far as the National League circuit 
l* concerned next season It Is rcjx»rtfd 
that It will remain Intact. But those men 
who arc in control of the league want 
some "reforms" introduced which are 
looked upon by the minority as "out¬ 
rages." For a long time certain owners 
of the franchise* tn the larger cities hnvt* 
complained because some clubj which 
were not self-supporting «t home mode 
ends meet by getting half of the gate 
receipts when on the road. This they 
have declared to be unfair, localise they 
say that every clu'b of a circuit ought to 
be sufficiently strong enough to held Itself 
up. They believe that a. club should keep 
all of the gate receipts winch come from 
home game* and then pay all expenses 
while on the road out of Us own pocket. 

There are Instant-* on r.*<<<»r.l when :h-» 
New Y'orU club played to $k.Mm crowd* at 
home, with Louisvlllct as the wlnn ng 
team, ami then in turn pluyed to P>> 
crowds In Louhnrille. In New Y’ork Louis¬ 
ville got $4.tiOU. In l/oulsvlllr* New York 
g> t ThU Is what caused the dropp nx 
of the Kentucky city, and It i* said now 
that there are other cities in the 
league whleh pay little better 
than did Louisville. These cities 
will not be dropepd, of course, but It 
would not be surprls ng If at the coming 
meeting they will be compelled to support 
themselves from the home receipts simply 
and not depend upon away from horn- 
gate money to pull them through the 
season.

A Hard Fight the Prospect. 


The National league is full of liaseldll 
diplomats—men who have been In Th • hus- 
tncf< of buying and gelling players, bas¬ 
ing baseball grounds, running club*, engi¬ 
neering ticklish plnnx to grab valuable 
mm and the like all of thr-lr lives. The*© 
men know what handball t« and what the 
exigencies require. Th-y know that they 
have a great fight on their hand** better 
than does the public, and yet they sit 
still and eay not one word They do not 
even seem to notice. 

Thor* Is a mystery lurking in ther si¬ 
lence. Perhaps that Is the very impres¬ 
sion they wish to give out. arid, after all. 
they have nothing under the surface But 


It does not seem reasonable that men with 
their baseball knowledge and acumen

This Is the 
laconic remark of Ith“ wise wag of has - 
ball when he considers the war anil the 
ease with which the National Longuers 
are moving. He Is a man who does not 
want to *«’0 the National League go c ear 
to the bottom, and so lie hopes that the 
silence and the apparent Inactivity mean 
somehlng. M«yb» they do, hut you can't 
make American League men think so.

American League Looks On. 


Tho American Teague has cleared up 
Its business for the year and It Is now 
standing back with a hearty «r!n and 
arms akimbo. It Is satisfied with what is 
has done, so Its officials and leaders saj*. 
and there Is no reason to think that such 
Is not the case. However, It is certain 
th*ft If the American League has every¬ 
thing which It claims there Is Uttle left 
for the National League. The old body 
took* to be down now and unless there is 
a capacious sleeve attached the s gns 
point to a counting out sooner or later. 

Before the meeting Is held, though, 
there are few* who are going to believe 
that the National League magnates will 
sit with their hands foldf^d and w*atch the 
encroachments of the American League 
wah-out making a rlgfit There Is not a 
magnate In the old league wrho seems to 
be at all ruffled over the things which the 
American league ha* been doing. Ap¬ 
parently Hart. Sodcn, Brush and the rest 
are totally unaware of the Inroads which 
the younger baseball body Is making In 
tho National League. 

• • • 

Is There An AgreementP 


It has generally been understood that 
the life of the National League ends with 
the expiration of tho ten-year Indjanapo- 
lis agreement, and that the league must 
therefore be entirely reorganized and be¬ 
gin all over again. It Is now stated, on 
excellent authority, that there never was 
any signed and seakd Indianapolis agree¬ 
ment and that consequently no one can 
produce any such document. It Is argued 
that under the National League constitu¬ 
tion It will still require a unanimous vote 
to change the circuit. 

It is expected some pointed questions 
will be asked at the league meeting In re¬ 
gard to the recent abrogation of the so- 
called national agreement. The story goes 
that three and possibly four league mag¬ 
nates held a sneak-shoe meeting at Red 
Bank. N. J., last summer and decided to 
annul the agreement, which was always 
considered the fuvlor of organised base¬ 
ball In this country. 

The result of that action has proved a 
boomerang, so far as the National League 
Is concerned. The minor leagues Irom. dl- 
Rtely organized an association, and fram¬ 
ed a m*w national agreement. Another re¬ 
sult is the placing of an Eastern League 
club In Jersey City, which couldn't have 
been done under the old national agree¬ 
ment. 

• • • 

The Sihiation In New York. 

Tim Mumane. telegraphing from New 
Y”ork, says: "There Is no apprehension 
felt about the future of the National 
Leagutr here In New York. Very Uttle is 
heard of the scrappy young American 
League outside the comments of ths 
league men themselves, led by Charles 
Kbhetts and Edward Hanlon, of the 
Brooklyn club. Andrew Freedman ne\«r 
allows himself to be Interviewed on the 
American League problem, although he is 
the greatest opponent of the American 
League. 

it is recognized that the National 
L uk tie must have a new leader, and five 
if not six of the eight clubs are anxious 
to see A. G. Spalding back In harness at 
the head of an organization that b« did 
*o much for in the trying times of HkU. 
Mr. Spalding has not been officially*sp- 
pnoached an the subject, but 1 know he is 
simply waiting to be asked. During the 
week, if by chance the league magnates 
realize their true position, they will go 
after Spalding with a rush." 

REIFF BOYS ARE HOME. 


Lester Gives Details of His Race On 
De Lacy — Johnny To Ride In 
France. 

Among the passengers on the Canard 
Liner Lucanla, which arrived here to-day, 
were the noted American Jockeys, Lester 
und Johnny Kelff, sa>s a special from New 
York. After land:ng ihe boys immediate¬ 
ly went to the Hoffman House, where they 
registered. The fact that Lester Rviff had 
been ruled off the turf by the English 
Jockey Club stewards for his ride on 
William C. Whitney’s horse De Lacy In 
a race during the September meeting at 
Newmarket made his presence here all the 
more interesting. But though he wan plied 
with questions. Lester was conservative In 
his remarks, be.ng careful not to say any¬ 
thing derogatory to the English racing 
authorities, though implying at all ttvncj 
that .n his own belief he had been rather 
severely dealt with. 

"1 do not wish to say too much," said 
the Jockey, "for It is a delicate matter. 1 
have no plans for the future until 1 have 
consulted with W, C. Whitney, ray em¬ 
ployer. and Trainer Huggins. After that, 
however. I may be abl- to slate whether 
I nhall apply to the English Jockey Club 
for another license to ride over there next 
year. 

• • « 

Lester Gives the Facts. 

"In regard to the race which caused 
the trouble there were four homes In Ute 
race. Richard Uroker's filly Minnie Dee 
being second choice in the betting, and 
my horse, De Lacy, being third choice. 
Minnie Dee was ridden by my brother 
Johnny. As I got the best of the start 
1 went on and made the runn,ng w.th De 
Lacy. The horse has a habit of ’boilng 
out/ and he swung wide, coining Into the 
stretch, which is half a mile long. As 
h«* did so Minnie D«e hud a chance to 
slip through on the rail, and when we 
got straightened out Mr. Croker's filly 
was ut De 1-acy’s quarters. Then De Lacy 
* began to stop. He was In good trim and 
had shown fine speed for six furlong*, 
but was short. In my estimation. Minnie 
Dee gradually overhauled him. so that 
fifty yards from the wire I went to the 
whip and used it Mi Vigorously that the 
horse bore the murks of It* several days 
afterward. As It was. Minrd* Dee beat De 
Lacy by six inches. Wber. my horse swung 
w d»* It was i lear to me that If 1 pulled 
over 1 would foul Minnie Dee and lose 
the race.

Lord Beresford's Charges. 

"The stewards called me up and In¬ 
formed me that as 1 hud not tried to win 
they Intended to report rny ease to the 
stewards of the Jockey Club. They would 
not allow me to say anything. According¬ 
ly. I was called before the Jockey Club 
and was there- fifteen m'nutes. Lord Ben'*- 
fr.rd made the charge against me, and 
though he udrnltt* ! that De Lacy had 
swerved, he wound up by declaring that 
in his opinion 1 did not try to win. Trsln- 
en» Huggins and Wshurd testified that 
they eaw nothing wrong in my ride, but 
that was of nu avail, for the stewards 
touk away my license and warn d me oh 
Newmarket Heath, whi h. of course, 
meant that I was not only debarred from 
riding again la England, hut abo in 
France and America. 

"Shortly after that Johnny rode this 
same Dc Lacy and wa* called up and 
rcpr.mandcd because the horse T>ored out* 
a* he cl d with me. De Lacy ran In s*v- 
eral other events later, but could not w:n 
Volaayovskf, Mr. Whitney’s colt whom 
I rode io victory in the Derby, in a good 
race horse, but 1 think Mr Whitney** 
Amen- an-bred colt Kilmarnock is jusi as 
good. If not better. In the »t Leger I 
rode \ otodyovskl again and was fou’ed. 
A man hanging over the rail along ihe 
stretch hit another borie with h!* utn- 
brc-IIa and made hltn hump !n:o my inounL 
I went before the steward* with a prr^- 
test. but they dismissed It, raying another 
horse. nr< Volodyovtki. had* bei-n mt« r- 
fered with." 

Johnny Relff wdll ride In France next 
year. He has signed a contra t with M. 
CalHs.net, who won tho Grand ITlx last 
season.

EIGHT SHOTS WERE FIRED 

IN ABOUT TEN MINUTES. 


Test of a New Pneumatic Dynamite 
Gun, Which May Destroy In¬ 
vading Ships. 


Savannah, Ga., Dec. 8.—The test of 
the new pneumatic dynamite gun at 
Hilton Head, 8. C., yesterday, under 
the auspices of a board of army officers. 
Is believed to have been satisfactory. 
MaJ. Ira McNutt, of the ordnance de¬ 
partment, wits chief officer of the board. 
The gun is at the entrance to Port 
Royal harbor, which It commands. It 
was shown that the gun has a range of 
6.000 yards. Eight projectiles, loaded 
with explosive gelatine, were fired. 8lx 
of them exploded upon Impact and 
threw’ columns of water Into rhe air. 
Two were fixed with time fuses. If 
they were exploded It was at such u 
depth under water that there was not 
any disturbance discernible. The ex¬ 
plosive charges ranged from fifty to 
200 pounds of nitrogelatlne. Five dum¬ 
mies were fired to p «l speed. The Gov¬ 
ernment required thnt they should be 
discharged In twenty minute*. The 
time taken to fire them was ten and 
one-half minute*. Forty dummies of 
1,180 pounds each were then fired as 
an endurance test. There was no hitch.

Tho President's 
message was a favorable Influence In the stock 
market, especially because the bears had sold 
th# market tn anticipation of an extremely hos¬ 
tile attitude on the part of the chief maglii- 
lh * * roAt combinations of cap¬ 
ital. The buying by the bears to cover after 
the contents of the message became known 
argued thnt the document did not meet their 
expectations in that regard. The list of stocks 
which advanced during the week la rather con¬ 
spicuous. nevertheless, by the absence of tho»« 
concerned, directly or indirectly, in the forma¬ 
tion of the Northern Securities Company and 
or such stocks as the United States Steel* Cor- 
poration and Amalgamated Copper. The Coo¬ 
per security has had It* own special consider¬ 
ations to contend with. The discussion of the 
progress making in the plan Involved tn the 

North#rn Securities Company 
has been without any further Information upon 
the subject from those concerned. The meeting 
of Y\ e*tern railroad President* to discuss the 
new conditions and to further the community 
of Interests was without the attendance of the 
mast prominent of the executives expected anil 
the Intimation was given that It was considered 
wise to hold the discussion in abeyance. A 
number of directory changes In the railroads 
concerned In the Northern Securities Company 
were explained os dua to a purpose to avoid 
questions posaibfe to rise out of the anti¬ 
merger laws of Northwestern States. It t« 
feared also that the money outlook to th* end 
of the year Is not altogether clear, owing to 
the International situation. Los# gold went out 
this week than at one time was feared, but 
further requirement* are to be met apparently. 
Conditions are more Improved from the worst 
In Germany and the Berlin money market has 
been easy, but the year-end requirements there 
are very heavy. Money scarcity Is expected tn 
London to tho end of the year. Paris has re¬ 
newed the buying of discounts In London, but 
money rates have advanced again In rarls and 
sterling at Paris has declined, while the pros¬ 
pect of further gold exports from New York ts 
not viewed with equanimity by speculator*, 
especially on account of the continued deple¬ 
tion of hank reserves here on domestic account. 
Against these factors admonishing to precau- 
tlon is the Indubitable fact that the country’s 
business and industries are still on the upward 
tide Bank clearings for November were tn 
excess of any previous November In tha coun¬ 
try's history, and it Is notable that the ratio of 
Increase Is largest outside the great speculative 
centers. Railroad earnings continue to show 
increases over those of last year, though in a 
somewhat diminishing ratio. Ths earlier feara 
of wide Inroads upon railroad earnings on ac¬ 
count of the shortage in the corn crop are 
giving way to a conviction that the general 
merchandise movement Is more than sufficient 
to offset this, as it did the spring wheat short¬ 
age last year in the Northwest. Complaint* of 
Insufficient enr aupply to carry the freight 
offered com* from ail parts of ths country and 
all railroads are Increasing th* supply of equip¬ 
ment and making improvements to Increase 
the carrying capacity. There ts apparent con¬ 
fidence In the continuance of demands upon 
their reserves. The present activity of the Iron 
trade and the demand for fuluro requirements 
continue to break ail records. General trade In 
all lines Is reported active and prosperous. The 
contrast with the commercial and Industrial 
depression reported In foreign countries le 
striking Increasing attention ts given to the 
course of our foreign trade, which reflects tha 
depression abroad. The question la naked 
whether this condition) of the outalda world can 
fall to find an ultimate reflection upon our 
own conditions Our Iron and steel exports 
have fallen off $23,000,000. or 214 per cent.. In 
ten months of 1901. compared with the corre¬ 
sponding period of 1900. In copper the decrease 
has been $23,000,000 also, but the percentage Is 
454- It 1* claimed that the domestic require¬ 
ments of tho Iron and steel trade are mo large 
that nono can be spared for export. The upset 
caused In the copper trade by the decline in 
the export demand ts. however, very obvious, 
notwithstanding the confusion and obscurity 
of the present condition tn that trade The 
decrease In exports la most marked In the two 
commodities named, but the declining tendency 
of the country’s foreign trade la clear. It ts a 
patent fact of special Interest that, while enor¬ 
mous progress has been made In the wide dis¬ 
tribution of capitalIzatbfn of financial com¬ 
binations. some of the most Important parte of 
It are still in the hands of the syndicate* and 
capitalists who projected It. 

There has been a good demand for railroad 
bonds this week, mostly of the speculative and 
sem!-speculative class. The United Stales re¬ 
funding 2 s advanced 4 and the 2 s registered 4 
per cent, over the closing call of last week.

Dec 7 —The leaf tobacco 
market experienced some revival this week. 
du«» chiefly to offering* of the new crop. Un¬ 
fortunately the rains of ia«t week furnished a 
very short stripping and packing season and 
the receipt* were small However, buyers *«r« 
very anxious to try ths new crop and such 
samples as appeared sold well, in fact, ths 
new outsold the old. hut warehousemen fear 
price* will decline once ths receipts become 
large. 

Among the offerings of new Burley there 
wrre some of uxefui manufacturing type*, but 
none of really good leaf, and all packed rather 
too dry. Sale* were made a* high a* $9 2d. 
and price* were generally satisfactory, as 1* 
shown by the light percentage of rejections, 
only 18 fur the week. The low grades were 
eagerly taken for export at good prlvra, quality 
considered. A sample sale was that of two 
hogsheads each with a largs proportion of 
green and very light and chaffy. One brought 
$3 1*0 and tbs other $3.98. It seems ths ex¬ 
porter* arc prepared to take anything that is 
cheap, regardless of th* quality. What ars 
known as “spuds" sold at $4 75 to $5.76. 

Old leaf was a little better, but quotably 
unchanged When It had color, however, It 
was 2.*Vo3oc higher and was much In demand. 

s«b# of new Burley aggregated 116 hogs¬ 
heads. which averaged $5 93. On« badly dam¬ 
aged package sold at 85c. but no othurs brought 
less than $3 45. 

Tlu« dark market wo* more active than Bur¬ 
ley and was practically unchanged. Lug* wsrs 
#carv«- and high, having a fictitious value. Leaf 
was somewhat better and 04 hogsheads sold at 
$7 to $7.IN), the average of the 273 hognheads 
being $6.19. Old dark was somewhat better, 
but nut quotably so. The feeling Is general 
that lower prices will prevail ones tho crop 
movement fairly begin*. Buying la going on 
quite liberally In the country.

The tobacco that has been offered on ths mar¬ 
ket has been must too dry to show up to ad¬ 
vantage. Boms sold as high ss $0 20 “Spods." 
where clear of green and In good order, havs 
boen bringing from $4 75 to $6 75, according to 
color and length. We think some really good 
Burley, with good length and good body. 

»mooli 1 and not too dry tso as to show up dead 
and lifeless), would bring from $10 to $12. It 
Is best not to havo new tobacco too dry. espe¬ 
cially thin year. It ought tu be In pliant condi¬ 
tion. so it will show more life and body. 

* The low grades ihould all be dry. They are 
being bought, even at this early date, for ex¬ 
port. 

"Old tobacco la about like It ha* been, unless 
It Is ftomethlng very colory, which la perhaps 

26060c higher. 

"The short partial season that we had at 
the beginning of the week was too short to al¬ 
low much tobacco to be stripped. While «ur 
receipts picked up a little for a few days, they 
have now fallen off to about 44) hogsheads a 
day for the whole market, over half of which 
1* dark tobacco. A good season of a week’s 
continuance Is very much desired by all par¬ 
ties connected with the tobacco trade, and we 
do bopo we will have it in the very near fu¬ 
ture. 

*’"e would advise our frbnd* to strip out 
their tobacco end sell it as soon as they can. 
Wo do not believe this It a crop It will pay to 
holth They should sell as much of It In win¬ 
ter order as possible. Tobacco prised to he 
sold In winter should be prised with sufficient

last week The offerings of old dark at auction 
were small, principally common and tpodium 
lugs. The market was slightly Irregular for 
all grades of dark leaf and lug*, nxcoptlng 
short fat leaf and leaf suitable for spinner*, 
which grades are scarce and very strong. Th* 
rain of Monday last gave a fair handling sea¬ 
son. but the weather turned cold, which In¬

Chicago, Dec. T.—Ihindemonlum broke loos* 
In grains to-day. and with an enthusiasm that 
has seldom if aver been equaled bolls car¬ 
ried everything before them. It was a wild 
day In the pits with wheat tn ths lead and. 
as on other recent bulge*, an Incessant stream 
of buying orders from th* country brought 
the advance. Wheat Jumped 3*1)3 14 c. corn lVjc 
and oats l T 4c. December wheat closed 24*0 
24c up. May wheat 2%c up. December corn 
%c. higher. Mai corn Hie higher and May oats 
14*c up. Provisions closed 3V*c to 15tfl7^c 
higher. 

Wheat easily led all other pits and set such 
a rapid pace that It was a difficult task to 
follow. As haa been the fashion for several 
days post, the pit opened with a Jump, and 
disregarded the usual governing factor*. Bull¬ 
ish enthusiasm did everything. Th* country 
was crying for huge quantities, and It was a 
case of buy. buy. buy. Such a market was a 
great temptation to holders of long wheat and 
soon a flood of It poured In from several sourer* 
One prominent broker threw a million and a 
half bushels on the market and It hsd prac¬ 
tically no appreciable effect. Several large 
sellers were making fat profits, and there were 
as many others taking in all offerings with 
avidity. Commission houses had orders that 
demonstrated that the public wus bigger than 
th* professional. The regular trade was of the 
opinion yesterday that th* bull campaign was 
at an end and that prices would slump In a 
panicky market. Tips have been going out to 
sell everything. But to-day's business showed 
the effort was wasted. Beside the countryman, 
the capitalist was getting Into the trade And. 
added to these very strong hull arguments, 
came the news of strength at Liverpool and In 
the English country market*. Receipts 
especially Northwestern, were falling off. Th* 
weather was unsettled and ail outsld* mar 
kels were showing corresponding strength. De¬ 
cember wheat opened Vtr T .*c tu 11*01 fee high 
•r at 7tffe077fec. eased off to 76fec on the 
heavy profit-taking, but In the last hour of 
business sailed upward and closed very strong 
2M»2fec higher at 78%c. May opened fe01c 
to Ifefilfec higher at ftOfefeftlfec. sagged to 
80fee. hut near the last moment of trad* ran 
excitedly up to 83c, establishing a new crop 
record. The close was very strong. 2fec higher 
at 82%Tr82fec.

ATTACK MISS LUCILLE HEADY 
ON FOURTH AVENUE. 


Knock Her Down At Alley’s Mouth 
and Secure Purse Contain¬ 
ing *23. 


Miss Lucille Heady, of 1J14 West 
Broadway was robbed of $23 by two 
highwaymen on Fourth avenue at 9:30 
o’clock Saturday night. The men at¬ 
tacked her at the mouth of the first 
alley south of Chestnut street. People 
were passing every minute, but none 
saw the robbery. The appearance of 
the robbers was unlike that of the aver¬ 
age highwayman, for they wore stiff 
huts and both were fashionably 
dressed. This was all that Miss Heady 
saw and she is unable to give a com¬ 
plete description of the men who robbed 
her. Miss Heady Is a long-distance 
telephone operator In the employ of the 
Cumberland Telephone and Telegraph 
Company. 

She left her home about 8 o’clock and 
came up on Fourth avenue to do some 
shopping. When she started on her 
homeward Journey she carried two 
bundles and a purse containing $23. 
The bundles were large and the silver 
in the purse made it bulky, so that the 
only place where she could carry It was 
on top of the bundles. 8he walked out 
on the east side of Fourth avenue. 
At the Customhouse she crossed to the 
west side, and as she turned she saw 
two well-dressed young men standing 
In the middle of the street. 

Miss Heady noticed that they looked 
carefully at her, but she paid no at¬ 
tention to them. When she reached the 
alley she heard footsteps Just behind. 
The next Instant a man caught her 
arm roughly. He waa on her right and 
as she felt his grip she received a blow 
on the left side. The bundles and the 
purse fell. The bundles rolled Into the 
alley and Miss Heady was rudely 
pushed after them. She fell against a 
brick wall. In a minute she raised her¬ 
self from the ground and started In

DR. MASON PREACHES ON EVILS OF GAMBLING. 


Gambling was the theme of the Rev. 
Dr. John K. Mason's sermon at St. 
Andrew's Episcopal church yesterday 
morning, the speaker taking as his 
text the twenty-second verse of the 
eighteenth Fsalm: "They part my 
garrmnts among them and upon my 
vestments do they cast lots.” The 
thoughts chlefiy dwelt upon were as 
follows; 

"These words waited long for their 
final fulfillment. Of that fulfillment 
we read in St Matthew, 27th chap¬ 
ter. The gracious Saviour hung on the 
cross. Not far away were the faithful 
women who had followed Him. their 
hearts bowed with grief. There, too, 
were some of the chosen Apostles, 
filled with disappointment and amaze¬ 
ment. Near by were the Scribes and 
Pharisees, doubtless rejoicing at their 
supposed defeat of Christ and His 
cause. Nearest of all were the Roman 
soldiers enjoying the spoils given them 
by custom, the clothing of the crucified. 
They find no trouble m making a divis¬ 
ion until they reach the garment with¬ 
out seams. One of them takes from his 
pocket some dice and they proceed to 
cast tart* t"i it. Their action Is repre¬ 
sentative and brings to us the evil that 
so greatly menaces the morality of our 
cities. 

"To Tvhnt shall we trace gambling as 
to its fountain head? Not to some 
heathen nation, nor to some excessively 
low moral conditions in some past age. 
Is m»t tts germ to be found when God 
made a law to tesi the obedience of 
man. and man dared to take the risk 
to make some supposed gain? 

"Its essential spirit is found then 
to be the desire to attain something for 
nothing, or something far In excess of 
the cost. 

"In its worst form It Is seen In 
gambling dens, poolrooms; places that 
confess their own diabolical character 
and work, by lodging in some darkened 
corner ami carrying on their destructive 
work, usually In darkness, not daring 
to advertise their names to the public, 
because good order and public con¬ 
science are alike opposed to them. 

"But can we stop here? A man re¬ 
spected, considered to be Just and hon¬ 
est, of good business standing, wants 
to keep up an expensive establishment; 
his business profits are not sufficient to 
do it. 8o what does he do? For wheat, 
cotton or corn that never grew, or for 
stocks not in existence, he takes a risk, 
agreeing to pay the price asked at a 
certain date. If he gain, the passion 
for gain thus acquired flames up all the 
stronger. If he lose, then he Is made 
miserable. But In the vain hope of bet¬ 
ter luck next time, tries again. This is 
gambling. His standing in the com¬ 
munity makes his example all the 
more potent for evil. The young men 
who can see and know the potent evil 
of the gamhling hell and keep away 
from It, attempt to follow, and often¬ 
times wind up with the loss of position, 
perhaps the loss of character. 

"Nor can we stop here. There are 
young men. and women, too. who would 
not. for worlds, have their names asso¬ 
ciated with a poolroom who indulge the 
gambling spirit by going to a horse race 
and risking a dollar or more—rejoicing 
If they gain, and laughing if they lose. 
This Is gambling. 

"Another view of the gambling evil 
Is seen as we quote the words of a 
strong writer; 'Gambling Is founded on 
the worst perversion of the suscepti¬ 
bility of our natures, to the love 
of the excitable.’ We do not condemn 


such susceptibility—God gave It. But 
there Is a wholesome, helpful excite¬ 
ment and there is excitement that Is 
most hurtful In its results. 

"Therefore, to say the least. It Is a 
most doubtful amusement, though In¬ 
dulged in a Christian parlor, with 
refined surroundings, when to add in¬ 
terest to u game of cards a small sum 
Is risked. A young man's dime or quar¬ 
ter thus used h-.is often proved a step¬ 
ping-stone to the poolroom. 

"Another view of its evil is gained 
when we consider the answer given 
often when gambling is nasal led, vis.. 
the transaction is fair and honorable 
to all parties concerned. The man who 
lays a bet knows he runs a risk. The 
answer first suggested Is a question. 

, Can any man Indulge the gaming spir¬ 
it and live In the atmosphere of gam¬ 
blers and remain truthful and honor¬ 
able?* ’Tls unreasonable to say so. A 
young man who tried the haunts of 
vice came out with this testimony; 

They arc thieves.* Again, suppose 

I that honor can be maintained, at what 
fearful cost is it maintained; wrecked 
homes and fortunes, sorrowing fathers 
and mothers, blasted character, and 
now and then suicide, the result of des¬ 
peration. Again. Its Inevitable attend¬ 
ant sins are drunkenness, lewd ness and 
all manner of vice. 

"In conclusion, it may be a*<ked why 
talk of this evil to a congregation of 
people who agree with you in every 
word? Get the car of the gamblers 
themselves. Would God we could! But 
the very fact that they find God's 
house an uncongenial place Is one proof 
of the evil of th«*ir terrible work. 

"But Is there not something for God's 
people to do? When God destroys evil 
He does it through Ills people. And, 
first of all. we can create an Influence, 
educate and foster a public sentiment 
against It. 

"Laws have been enacted against It 
everywhere—they are on our statute 
books, but we have found In our city 
that evils are not driven out of their 
strongholds by mere laws. There Is 
needed a strong public sentiment, a 
tender public conscience of such force 
that will compel our officials to see that 
our laws are carried out To this end. 
all Christian people must talk of gam¬ 
bling not Jestingly and as a trifling 
mutter, but as first among deadly slim. 

"Then fathers and mothers, when 
your boy comes in with double the 
number of the marbles he started w*lth. 
won by gaming, you must embrace the 
opportunity to Impress upon him the 
evil of gambling, even In this trifling 
expression of It. Church fairs must 
suppress all games of chance. Chris¬ 
tians must not buy lottery tickets, and 
Christian men and women must not 
lay bets, however small, on horse races. 

"And. last of all. I touch a matter to 
be noted with some hesitation—'social 
card clubs.* 1 don't denounce them. 1 
don't question the motives and alms 
of those who Indulge In this amuse¬ 
ment. I doubt not, in aim and pur¬ 
pose. that the players are Innocent In 
every respect of anything wrong. How¬ 
ever. I have thought of this way of 
putting the matter: Suppose the clergy 
should start a ‘Progressive Euchre 
Club' among themselves, what would 
the people say? Surely we are no 
worse than our congregations—surely 
we are no more susceptible to tempta¬ 
tion than they. Why then should the 
public so heartily condemn such a thing 
In the ministry? Is It not that whilst 
removed to an immense distance from 
these highest expressions of gambling, 
there is at the same time, a possible 
risk of lending countenance to them?

GOD CAN USE YOU IN HIS WORK. 


At Trinity Methodist church yester¬ 
day morning the Rev. Dr. A. W. Lam¬ 
port, of Muncie, Ind., preached to a 
large audience, taking for his theme 
"There Is a place In the church for 
everyone.” 

His text wa« a part of the eighth 
verse of the seventh chapter of Acts: 
"And Jacob begat twelve sons." Dr. 
Lamport spoke, In part, as follows: 

"Jacob had twelve sons about as un¬ 
like as any men could be. Probably, 
with one exception, there were only two 
In any way similar. 

"The first. Reuben, was. as his father 
said, unstable In all his ways. One day 
he was enthusiastic In regard to the 
affairs of the morrow, and the nerft day 
would forget or show but little concern 
in the business to be done.

“These are the characteristics of the 
twelve sons of Jacob, as well as 1 can 
tell you In the brief time I have to 
speak. 

"Now you will see how unlike they all 
were and how anything they combined 
to do would be almost certain to go to 
piece*. Yet they are the men with 
whom God built arid maintained Hte 
church, beginning with the tabernacle 
which they carried on their shoulders, 
through the wilderness and over the 
Jordan and into the promised land, 
where it ended in Solomon's magnifi¬ 
cent temple. 

"No matter who or what you are. 
Clod warns you in His service and In 
His church. No matter how diffident 
you may think yourself to be, God has 
a place and a duty for you. He don't 
want all to do any one thing, but wants 
all to do something. 

"God has a place for each on« In the 
church. Some are far-sighted and 
brood-visioned and can outline what 
ihe church must do. God wants this

the work of the Master done; are full of 
Ideas as to how It should and must be 
done, and. when the time comes for ac¬ 
tion. have no thought or voice in the 
matter. 

"The next two. Levi and Simeon, were 
more alike than any other two—cruel, 
hot-headed and stubborn. They seem 
to have worked In secret, and may have 
had some private method of signs that 
covered their deeds from others. Be¬ 
cause they were ao. they were separated 
when they reached the Promised Land, 
as their father. Jacob, had said they 
should be. 

"Judah, the next son, was high-mind¬ 
ed. soulful, dignified, zealous and the 
most honored of all. The heads of Israel 
for generations came from this tribe, 
and its power was always felt In tho 
ruling of the nation. 

Zebulon was a dweller by the sea. a 
lazy, shiftless sort of a man, who was 
good-natured and willing to take things 
as they came. 

"Isaker, strong In body, weak In 
brain, paid a double tax to his own 
tribe and to the King beyond him, not 
being able to see how to avoid this 
burden. 

"Dan, strong-brained and physically 
weak, was a wise and true man. From 
this tribe came the Judicial part of the 
kingdom. 

“Gath was the hero, the military man 
of tho family; sometimes overcome In 
battle, but, as his father said of him. 
beaten one day and the next arising to [ 
vanquish his enemies, 

“For Asher, the voluptous son, the ! 
high liver, there was nothing too good. 
He always lived off of the fat of the 
land. 

"Napthll was the orator, the speaker. 
In those days, a? well as now, there 
were those who made their living by 
the exercising of their greAt fluency of 
speech. 

"Joseph was the all-round man. com¬ 
bining all the good qualities of his 
brothers. Intellectual, moral, physical 
manhood was fully exemplified In 
Joseph. Tempted and tried, he with¬ 
stood all attacks and preserved his In- ! 
tegrity. 

"B* njamln, the youngest, was the am¬ 
bitious brother. H»: wa-s ahvajs im¬ 
patient to attain whatever was desired. 
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friendly, sympathetic power that will 
go down Into the depths to redeem 
those that can only be redeemed In 
this way! Woe Is the day when the 
church gives up the poor, down-fallen 
part of humanity! I wish that all 
we Christians sang more feelingly that 
good old song, 'Rescue the Perishing.” 
and had more earnest work done along 
this line. 

"Then there Is the money power. The 
church needs money hs well as apy 
other enterprlw, and, thank God, there 
are some in the church that are pre¬ 
eminently fitted to furnish this power to 
help the advancement of His cause. God 
has put Into some the power to make 
money while others, attempting to, fail. 
To some he has given this talent and 
made them strong enough to stand the 
strain «*f business. And the man to 
whom God has given this power, when 
he attains that which he Bought, should 
lay his part on God's altar as his offer¬ 
ing to carry on this all important work. 
There are many who are anxious to 
go carry God's message, but w'ho can¬ 
not. because the means to send them 
Is not at hand. What a chance ihere 
Is for the rich man to glorify God by 
giving and, I am glad to see. that men 
are giving more and more each day. 
Then there Is enthusiasm — En thoes— 
•God In us.’ This is what we need to 
keep the church alive and keep things 
moving Everything about the church 
should be alive and two or ihree such 
members about the altar can keep up a 
mighty Interest In all things. 

"No mutter who, what taste, or tem¬ 
perament, scholarship or lack, God 
wants you and has a place for you. 
Some want to see a union of churches, 
of denomlna Ions and all working to¬ 
gether 1 do not think this* God's way. 
How do we know his purpose? No mat¬ 
ter the creed, we are all working for 
the same purpose, and there Is no con¬ 
fusion. we are all working for God’s 
glory. God's work In nature Is mani¬ 
fested In countless variety and so In 
the church. 

*T want to make an earnest appeal to 
nil who are in or out of he visible 
church to get In line and find the work 
there is for you. You may not know, 
but God knows where He can use you 
and where He wants you. You can 
never experlene* true happln**** until 
then. Oh. friend, become a member of 
the church and a child of God!”

One of the most successful of the 
Young Men's Christian Association's 
series of Sunday afternoon meetings to 
men only was that at Music Hall yes¬ 
terday, when Mrs. Mabel L. Conklin, of 
New York, general secretary of the Na¬ 
tional White Cross Society, made an 
Interesting talk on “Personal Purity.” 
It was a sermon to men which Mrs. 
Conklin has delivered all over the coun¬ 
try. Every seat In the lower hall was 
filled and many men stood up through¬ 
out the service. All classes of citizens 
were represented In the audience, which 
gave tho speaker the closest attention. 
The talk was along the line of all dis¬ 
cour S'? on the subject, but It was 
handled In an unusually Intelligent 
way, because from the standpoint of 
woman. 

Mrs. Conklin has spent years In the 
study of purity and vice In both sexes 
and to her notice as lecturer have 
been brought many sad cases. 
Having for her life-work the 
utternpt to raise the moral standard 
of man. to bring him to believe that 
"God did not say to the woman thou 
shalt not and to the man you may. but 
created them equally pure." she has 
had her advice sought from all sections 
of the country- These experiences have 
given her a fund of information that 
she uses with telling effect. 

During the afternoon Mrs. Conklin 
explained the purposes of the White 
Cross Society and what a general adop¬ 
tion of the pledge would .mean to 
America. • 

She argued that man could lead a 
life as pure as the best woman’s If he 
but determined to do so; that personal 
purity would mean the salvation of 
mankind, as good morals lead to better 
things in man, and that a man could 
not have good morals and be far from 
right in all other thing*. 

Usually at her meetings Mrs. Conklin 
distributes pledge cards to be signed 
by all men who will, but the package 
containing those for Louisville did not 
arrive on time. She had the little white 
crosses ready, however, and handed 
them out from the platform to all who 
asked for them. 


ERRING ONES REPENT 


WEDDING WILL END THE WOES 
OF MRS. JANIE BOLING. 


Had Been Arrested Upon Charges 
Preferred By Her Danghter— 
Some Broken Pledges. 


The woes of Mrs. Janie Boling, of 
Jeffersonville, are to end happily. Ren¬ 
dered homeless and cent to Jail with 
Val Ehringer for thirty-four days be¬ 
cause of having unlawfully associated 
with him, he was given his liberty yes¬ 
terday .by Magistrate Hause. of Jeffer¬ 
sonville, In order that to-day he might 
claim the woman as his bride. 

Mrs. Boling's arrest was at the in¬ 
stance of her daughter. Accompanied 
by her younger faster and three little 
brothers, she appeared in Magistrate 
Haul's court and testified against her 
mother. During the trial the boys were 
sent outside, and they gazed through 
the window until their mother came out 
In charge of an officer. She begged per¬ 
mission to take the children to Jail with 
her, but this was denied. The next day 
the Boling girls rented rooms on East 
Maple street, near Meigs avenue, In 
Jeffersonville, and began housekeeping. 

Mrs. Boling sent word to the officers 
that confinement in Jail would drive her 
mad. and she begged to be released, 
agreeing, if liberated, to go to Louis¬ 
ville. Magistrate Ha use, at the solicita¬ 
tion of Mayor Rader and Sergt. Jack 
Kendall, released Mrs. Boling. Four 
days later she reappeared. Love for 
her children, she said, made separation 
longer unbearable. She was advised to 
return to Louisville. Instead she called 
at the county Jail and requested Sheriff 
Rave to lock her up, In order that she 
might finish her sentence and have the 
right to remain near her children. He 
refused. 

Mrs. Boling appealed to her children 
to take her bark, but received no en¬ 
couragement. Friendless and penniless, 
she returned to Louisville. 

Ehrlnger. who was recently divorced, 
unsuccessfully sought to get out of Jill, 
and yesterday said he would marry Mrs. 
Boling and live with her if he was re¬ 
leased. Mrs. Boling was informed of 
this, and to-day the wedding will tak« 
place, and it is likely that Magistrate 
Ha use will perform the ceremony.
